SIR, 

WE have the honour to transmit herewith our Eleventh Report upon the progress 
of Prison Discipline in Ireland, as well as upon the Gaols of each County, which 
we trust may appear satisfactory to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. 

We also subjoin to our Report and Appendix, Tables of Lunatics, of Gaol 
Accommodation, Expenditure of County Gaols and Bridewells, together with 
a Summary Statement of Crime for Seven Years, ending December 1832. 

It is necessary that, in adverting to that part of our Report which relates to the 
accommodation afforded in the County Gaols, we should observe, that a considerable 
deficiency still exists in the comparative number of prisoners and separate sleeping 
cells, a circumstance to which we purpose to direct much attention in the ensuing 
year, as we conceive that the defect in this essential point may be remedied at 
a very moderate expense. It exists in about ten Counties. 1 wo Counties still 
z remaining in which new Gaols are indispensably required.

BOARDS OF SUPERINTENDENCE. 

W E have discontinued for some years to make any observations pn the duties 
of the Boards of Superintendence, to whom the Legislature have committed 
the control of the whole system of Prison Discipline in this country, having hoped 
that the effect of their influence would have spread as widely as it has operated 
beneficially in many counties. The remaining defects, however, still to be seen in 
several County Gaols and Bridewells, call upon us to resume the subject; for 
althouoh the improved stale of the majority of our prisons has made a favourable 
publiclmpression, and a just one, as to the advance of this department, the system 
prescribed by law is by no means universally in operation. In some counties it is 
but partially introduced even in the County Gaol, and in others is confined to the 
County Gaol, and not extended to the minor places of imprisonment. This we 
attribute partly to the lingering effect of long established bad habits and prejudices, 
but chiefly to the inadequate view too often taken of the extent of the duties of the 
controlling Board. If the power was vested in us we should endeavour to exert it to 
'complete what is still wanted, but we feel that it is placed in much better hands, as no 
official interference can supply the place of local authority, nor can any system of 
government command that respect and confidence which is inspired by the direct 
control of the Magistrates and landed proprietors of a county, and which alone 
secures a willing submission to rules ; indeed, the very circumstance of the whole 
power being committed to any individual or Board, would preclude the possibility of 
success through any other medium. It must be our limited province to stimulate 
and assist : and we can say from experience, that so far only have we, with every 
assistance from local inspectors and resident officers, succeeded in introducing any- 
thing like substantial good into the system of the Gaols, as we have been able to 
procure the co-operation of effective Boards of Superintendence. The shell of 
a good system without the substance may be exhibited in other cases ; but we can 
in many instances trace the success or failure of our endeavours to advance be- 
yond such a state, to the regular or irregular attendance, and personal control, of 
the Members of the Board : and first with respect to their effect upon the 

67. A 3 COUNTY 
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COUNTY GAOLS. 

WE have no longer (with some few exceptions) to complain of the want of suffi- 
cient buildings; we so far possess every moral advantage which architectural 
arrangement can give. New County Gaols have been either wholly or partially 
built, upon the most approved plans, in those counties in which such works were 
wanted, and new Bridewells are almost universally to be seen in the place of those 
dungeons which disgraced this country in 1821 . In these different classes of prisons 
respectively are afforded all the accommodations specified in the “ Acts relating to 
Prisons in Ireland,” and which are required to carry them into effect. These 
enactments have laid, perhaps, the best foundation of which any country can 
boast, of a perfect national system of prison discipline; but if on this foundation the 
ri^ht* superstructure is not raised, that foundation has been laid in vain; nay, 
if° the whole of that superstructure is not raised, it is a question whether the partial 
improvement with which so many counties are satisfied, is substantially any advan- 
tage either to the prisoner or to the public. 

To carry on this system, the Legislature have wisely provided a local Board of 
Superintendence, chiefly composed of Magistrates, whose powers are as ample as 
they are extensive. They are appointed to superintend “ every Gaol, Bridewell or 
other Prison within the county ; ” they are responsible for the “ building and 
repairs,” for the “ government and management,” of each Prison ; the conduct of 
“ all persons holding offices therein ; ” they are authorized to frame bye-laws, which 
are essential to a good system, and which are binding upon all other Magistrates, 
and even upon the high sheriffs of the counties ; they are in short invested with full 
authority to conduct the system of Prison Discipline in all its branches, and charged 
with the responsibility of every office and every regulation connected with the several 
descriptions of Gaols : how far the intentions of the Legislature have been realized 
it is our duty respectfully and faithfully to report. In doing so, we are anxious to 
express our conviction that the Boards of Superintendence are most sincere in their 
wish to perform the duty they have undertaken ; and that in those cases in which 
their labours have fallen short of the true standard, it is to be attributed to a mis- 
conception of the nature of the obligations imposed upon them ; and we can bear 
testimony, that in almost every instance in which we have represented to those 
authorities our opinion upon any defect in their system, we have experienced much 
courtesy, and a disposition to adopt our suggestions. We now respectfully submit 
to them the following considerations connected with this important subject, which 
are in strict conformity with the laws relating to Prisons in Ireland. 

The objects comprised within the provisions of the Prison Act may be placed 
under two general heads : the first provides for the present support and reasonable 
comfort of the prisoners, by enactments which regulate the number of the rooms 
and yards, the classification of crime, supplies of clothing, bedding and food, with 
due access to the use of air and exercise j the second relates to the moral depart- 
ment, which is intended to render imprisonment an ultimate benefit to the prisoner 
and to the community, and which comprises religious, moral and literary instruc- 
tion, strict execution of sentences, particularly that to hard labour, the appointment 
of profitable work for all the poor prisoners, male schools, the education of the 
females under competent matrons, &c. 

These two branches of prison discipline have distinct and, in their effects, very 
different objects ; and it requires but little observation to see that the one branch 
will be easily established, and that the objects of the other can only be accomplished 
by persevering efforts against the opposition of indolence and prejudice. The object 
of the one secures the co-operation of the prisoners themselves (a powerful auxiliary) 
to carry it into constant effect ; the object is to secure to them their comforts and 
their rights, to provide them with good lodging, clothing and food, without inter- 
fering with their perfect ease and idleness ; it involves the officers in little labour or 
trouble, and the prisoners in none. In the second branch the principle is of an 
opposite nature ; it demands, on the part of the public, compensation for those 
supplies, and imposes duties upon the prisoners ; it is that part of the system in 
which the interests of the public are provided for ; it is therefore a system of labour 
to produce a profitable return to the county, and of moral discipline designed to 
diminish crime by the reformation of the persons confined ; and it will be admitted, 
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that'a system of labour, and of moral discipline and instruction, will not be very 
readily received or easily carried into effect. It is unnecessary for us to point out, 
that in advancing from the lower to the higher objects of Prison Discipline, not only 
the prisoners but the officers, and more especially the Board of Superintendence, 
are passing from a system of ease to an active and comparatively difficult field of 
duty. The first branch of this twofold division may be effected by the occasional 
attendance of the Board, who have mere routine to attend to, and with little trouble 
to the resident officers ; when once set on foot, the mere routine of an inactive 
system can be easily carried on, and by a number of officers so small as would be 
inadequate to undertake a better ; and thus the county, by being satisfied with such 
a system, may, and often do take credit to themselves for economy ; apparent 
economy only. The natural result of these principles is, that the Gaols of Ireland 
present at this day to an inexperienced eye an universally satisfactory appearance; 
and so far as the minor objects are concerned, may be reported,, almost without 
exception, as being in a state of very high improvement. Cleanliness, order and 
classification, humanity in the officers, and propriety of deportment among the pri- 
soners, are everywhere to be found. But if the Boards of Superintendence enter 
more deeply into the subjeet; if they engage zealously in the work of moral, 
religious and literary instruction ; if they establish minute classification, with such 
a number of officers as will enable the turnkeys to become acquainted with the cha- 
racters of their classes, and to devote their time to them (which was contemplated 
on the removal of the military guards, and the principal motive for the adoption of 
that measure) ; above all, if they determine to enforce the law with respect to labour , 
and not only provide the best means of executing the sentence to hard labour , but 
employ every prisoner ; if the Gaol thus becomes a busy scene of industry and 
instruction ; if, moreover, the Boards of Superintendence extend their care (as the 
Act prescribes) to all the Bridewells throughout their respective counties ; such 
a system can only be supported by steadiness and perseverance, by regular attend- 
ance, by comprehensive bye-laws strictly enforced, by an intelligent and zealous 
Board, who take the system into their own hands, and delegate their powers or 
transfer the important objects of their trust to no official care, however respectable ; 
and we are sorry to say that such a machinery is not everywhere to be found. 
These view's will at once account for the undeniable fact that the County Gaols are 
defective (as will appear by our Reports) in those vital points in which consist 
the true value of the system prescribed by law, in a great proportion of the counties 
throughout Ireland. 



BRIDEWELLS. 

BY the 7 th Geo. 4, c. 74, the Boards of Superintendence are distinctly appointed 
to act as such, not only with respect to the County Gaol, but to every Bridewell 
or other prison within their respective counties. On this part of the duty of 
Boards we are particularly anxious to submit some observations. Since the com- 
mencement of the present system in the prisons of Ireland, the Bridewell depart- 
ment has been wholly new modelled. The leading principle upon which the pro- 
visions of the Act respecting Bridewells was formed, was, that they should reach 
every case , and that no place of imprisonment should be allowed to remain in 
Ireland, the proper management of which should not be provided for, and its 
proceedings made public by being brought within Legislative regulation. To 
render this effective these prisons are subjected to the Boards of Superintend- 
ence, are inspected and reported on by the Inspectors-General of prisons, and 
authentic records kept of all the proceedings which take place in the most remote 
and obscure prisons, and of the treatment of every prisoner. Had the Bridewells, 
scattered as they are, continued to be wholly dependent upon local care, there 
would have been no security that any important, at least general, change would 
have taken place, however the law might have been constructed. The contrast 
which had been before exhibited between the humane provisions of the law and 
the miserable state of these prisons, afforded a proof of the inefficacy of mere legal 
enactments. The Legislature, therefore, have established a responsibility which 
gives effect to the law, and the result has proved the adequacy of the means. The 
Bridewells, generally speaking (the exceptions being comparatively unimportant) 
are completely reformed , almost universally new built, and the provisions of the Act 
substantially in operation. 

f> 7 ’ -a 4 Notwithstanding* 
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Notwithstanding this' favourable picture, there are great shades of difference to 
be observed in the Bridewell system of different counties : much must depend 
upon the local authorities.;; and although much benefit has arisen from the mspec 
tion of the Parochial Clergy, it is only by the authority of the Boards of Superin- 
tendence that a perfect system can be attained. No other power can possess the 
same influence, and the arrangement of an effective system is by law. left to diem. 
It may be important here to point out some of the principal regulations which we 
consider essential, and which it is in the power of the Board alone to introduce, for 
the good government of Bridewells : 

1st That the Keepers should be competent public officers, trained and 
proved in the County Gaol, prior to their entering upon their duty. 

2d. That the supply of furniture and other necessaries should be regulated 
and issue from the County Gaol, under proper checks. 



3d. That the Keepers should periodically appear before the Board for 
examination. 

4th. That the Board should exercise the power of changing the local situa- 
tion of officers, as circumstances may require, in the event of neglect of 
duty or deficiency in the performance thereof. 

5th. That a regular system of Bye-laws should be framed for the manage- 
ment of these Prisons, in addition to the regulations contained in the Prison 
Act and the rules of the Court of King’s Bench. 

It is obvious to common sense that regulations of this nature are indispensable 
to the effective government of these prisons, and we are concerned to say that they 
are as yet established in very few counties ; the result must be, what we have 
noticed in our last R'eport, that the Bridewells may he classed by counties. It is 
but justice to the Board of the county of Cork, in which are the greatest number 
of Prisons of this class, to report that their system is a model for other counties ; 
it has been adopted in other counties in the South, and is spreading every year ; 
but until it becomes general we cannot have a security for the proper regulation of 
the minor Prisons of Ireland, which we do trust will surpass those of any other 
country ; and why ? because they in Ireland alone form part of a system. _ This 
branch of Prison Discipline we are most anxious to recommend to the attention of 
the Boards of Superintendence. 



FEMALE PRISONERS. 

SINCE the period of our last Report we had an opportunity of perusing the 
Evidence given by Mrs. Fry before the Select Committee of the House of Com- 
mons on Secondary Punishment, and have also been visited by that enlightened and 
benevolent character in this country. We have been gratified by the favourable 
testimony borne by Mrs. Fry to the state of Female Prisons in Ireland, both in her' 
evidence and in our presence. We cannot, however, in any way so effectually 
convey her views as by extracting parts of her evidence. “ The first thing,” says 
Mrs. Fry, “ absolutely essential, if a woman is to he reformed, is that she shall 
be kept from the other sex, not only from prisoners but from the male officers of 
the gaol ; the simply having a matron is quite inadequate, unless the other officers 
are also women." To this observation we fully subscribe, and the principle has 
happily now the sanction of the law, being introduced into the Act relating to 
Prisons in Ireland ; it is therefore in this country illegal to permit a male turnkey to 
enter the female part of a County Gaol. “ I am convinced,” says Mrs. Fry, 
“ that when a prison is properly managed it is unnecessary, because by gentle and 
firm management the most refractory may be controlled by their own sex. But here 
I must put in a word respecting ladies visiting. I find a remarkable difference 
depending upon whether female officers are superintended by ladies or not : I can 
almost tell as soon as I go into the prison whether they are or not, from the general 
appearance both of the women and their officers. One reason is, that many of the 
latter are not very superior women, not ve,ry high either in principle or habit, and 
are liable to be contaminated ; they soon get familiar with the prisoners, and cease 
to excite the respect due to their office : whereas, where ladies go in once, twice or 
three times in a week, the effect produced is decided. Their attendance keeps the 

female 
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female officers in their places, makes them attend to their duty, and has a constant 
influence on the minds of the prisoners themselves. In short, l may say, after 
1 6 Years’ experience, that the result of ladies of principle and respectability superin- 
tending the female officers in prisons and the prisoners themselves, has far exceeded 
my most sanguine expectations.” 

The system of Ladies’ Committees not being by any means extended in this 
Country as generally as it could be wished, we may be permitted to apply th e prin- 
ciple laid down with respect to ladies by Mrs. Fry, to the case of the principal female 
officer of the Gaol. If it appears that the influence of ladies of a higher class in 
society produces so much effect upon female officers and prisoners, it must be 
admitted that in the absence of such an influence, in counties in which no Ladies 
Association attends, it is a matter of the utmost importance that the only compen- 
sation which can be offered for higher influence, should be afforded, by placing the 
female classes under a highly qualified and experienced Matron. This subject has 
been urged in many of our Reports, and many very respectable appointments have 
been made : many of the Matrons are however very ill qualified for their situation, 
and where such is the case the effects are visible in the wretched appearance and 
low state of the female classes. We cannot urge this subject at a more critical 
moment than the present, there being several new Gaols about to open, and into 
which it would be a mockery of the system to introduce the Matrons now employed 
in the old ones ; nor can we urge it with more effect than by the following extracts 
from the Resolutions lately passed at a special meeting of the “ Ladies Hibernian 
Association for the Improvement of Female Prisoners, held in Dublin, and at 
which Mrs. Fry presided : 

“ Resolved, That the success of the objects of the Association must depend upon 
their being aided by Matrons who possess the qualifications contemplated by the 
Legislature, and suitable to the importance of their ofhee ; and that it be therefore 
recommended to the auxiliary Associations to communicate w.t.i the ladies in 
' Dublin with respect to the abilities and dispositions of the Mations of their lespcc 
live County Gaols j and if necessary, the Dublin Associations do report thereon to 
the proper public Authorities. 

“ Resolved, That particular inquiry be made respecting the intended appoint- 
ments to the situation of Matron, in Prisons newly erected m several count.es, which 
are not yet opened for the reception of prisoners, and that a letter upon the subject 
be transmitted to some influential person connected with each of those counties. 

“ Resolved, That from comparing the different Reports received by the Associa- 
tion, they cannot but apprehend that in some counties the Matrons have not been 
as ready in assisting and facilitating the operations of local Committees of Ladies as 
they mi»ht have been expected to be. The influence which persons so respectable 
as the Matrons of our Prisons must have, in rendering the duty of visiting pleasing 
or otherwise to the Ladies, by a courteous reception, and prompt aid m affording, 
information, or by a contrary disposition, must be very obvious , the Association, 
therefore while they feel thankful to Matrons who have seconded their views, cannot 
but express the disappointment which they have felt in reading the Reports of some 
counties.” 

We shall close this head of our Report by extracting from the printed Report of 
the Committee on Secondary Punishments the following part £ M «- 
nation, in allusion to the apparent comforts afforded in Gaols, and the present 
system of treatment of the Females. 

The following Questions were asked by the Committee : 

.< Does not the whole of your view tend rather to the encouragement of crime, 
in the present state of society, than to its prevention ; or at all events, does it s l 
ciently effect the great work of prevention ? 

Answer — “ We have two objects in view; the reformation of the criminal 
andthe prevention of crime. I have spoken principally at present of the reforma- 
tion of the criminal, but I think that the same system will tend to the pre- 
vention of crime. I am quite convinced, that with the description of persons whom 
] have seen, in prisons (numbers of whom have been placed under very goodjnd 
67. * 
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wholesome discipline), regular employment and proper instruction greatly conduce 
to the discouragement of crime out ot prison as well as in it. 

“ Does it operate as a punishment? 

“ I think it does to them ; because disorderly habits are what they prefer ; and 
those prisons are generally preferred by them in which they are most miserably 
accommodated, but where there is gaming, drinking and swearing going on : but 
where they are supplied with what we may call comfortable decent bedding and 
fair food, plenty of employment, and instruction, those prisons have the fewest 
returns ; therefore I am decidedly of opinion that this mode of discipline tends not 
only to the reformation of the prisoners but to the prevention of crime.”

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We have much pleasure in reporting the continued favourable progress of the 
District Lunatic Asylums, and are every year more and more convinced of th§ effect 
and value of the system. The suggestion of the Commissioners of General Control, 
that attached buildings should be erected for the reception of a certain proportion 
of incurables, idiots and epileptic patients into each Asylum of this class, has not 
been acted on ; but in some Asylums an additional number, amounting to the same 
proportion, have been admitted and provided for in the existing accommodation. 

Since last Report the Asylum at Carlow has been opened, and that at Mary- 
borough has been reported as ready for occupation. The extensive Asylum at 
Ballinasloe will be completed before this Report can be printed ; and the only 
Asylums then wanted to complete the system are those at Waterford and Clonmel, 
for both of which the contracts have been entered into. The three Asylums in 
Ulster, and that at Limerick, still maintain their excellent character ; it is indeed 
difficult to decide which of these public Institutions are entitled to the highest praise, 
or most distinguished for the slate of order in which they are kept, and for the 
judicious and successful treatment of the patients. 

The Richmond Asylum in Dublin is now to be ranked with the others, in every- 
thing that reflects credit on the manager. It has not as yet been relieved of incu- 
rable cases not belonging to the district, but measures have been taken to effect this 
object. The Asylum at Carlow (the only new one brought into operation,) has 
commenced with every promise of an excellent system ; it contained but 41 patients 
at the time of inspection. 

We subjoin a Return of all the Lunatics of every description in confinement on 
the i‘st January 1833, .in Ireland, who. are not in District Asylums ; and we- are 
gratified to find that the example of the new system has produced a great change 
for the better in the management of these small public places ol reception. We 
have' visited the private Asylums, which are conducted with every appearance of 
humanity and kind treatment of the patients, and afford to them a suitable accom- 
modation according to their different ranks in society, and no instance of abuse has 
come' to our knowledge.

COUNTY OF DUBLIN DISTRICT. 



County of Dublin Gaol. 

r PHE County Dublin Gaol at Kilmainhara has not sufficient accommodation for the vast 
number of prisoners it generally contains, either in cells, day-rooms or work-rooms, and 
consequently minute classification by day, and giving a single cell to each prisoner at night, 
is impracticable ; without which it is impossible to lay the groundwork of a system which 
would secure sound moral government, punishment or reformation. There are also too 
few turnkeys to provide for that constant inspection which can alone prevent evil inter- 
course amongst the criminals, there are but three turnkeys, a governor and deputy- 
governor, to conduct the interior management of this gaol; and it not unfrequently 
occurs that but one of those are at the prison, on account of the constant demands on 
their time to attend the commission, quarter-sessions,. removal of debtors, and the police 
offices : under such circumstances, a system of prison discipline including employment, 
classification, inspection and moral government, cannot be looked for, and can only be 
procured by the Grand Jury taking up the subject in all its bearings, enlarging their gaol, 
and providing an additional number of qualified turnkeys to carry it on. Exclusive of 
these difficulties, a number of convicts are periodically assembled in this gaol from the 
northern country, previous to embarkation, which necessarily crowds the prison, and 
interferes for the time with the classification. 

There were on the day of my inspection 65 of those female convicts confined here; there 
being no government depot for females, as there is in Cork. I mention these subjects to 
show the utter impossibility of Kilmainham gaol becoming an example to others, which 
would be very desirable, as the governors of the county gaols, in the course of their duty, 
occasionally are in Dublin. .

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This prison is remarkable for cleanliness, and every practicable order and regularity, and 
no abuse whatever exists as to the legal rights of the prisoners : it is highly creditable in 
those respects to the local inspector, governor and resident officers. There is a tread- 
wheel a school, and the prisoners are now all clothed in a prison dress ; and the female 
classes are employed and instructed under the care of a matron, assisted by her daughter 

and a committee of ladies, who regularly attend. . . , 

There is also a crood laundry ; and should the Grand Jury provide the means to employ 
and classify the male prisoners by day and night, I doubt not but a system would be 
established creditable to all concerned. 

I submit for the consideration of the Grand Jury, and the Board of Superintendence, 

what is required to obtain the above objects : 

1. An additional number of cells and day-rooms. There are now only 55 single cells 
for male criminals, and consequently it often occurs that more than one sleeps in a cell. 

2. A general kitchen for cooking the food, which would enable the Board to establish 
the” mixed diet, instead of bread, and create economy in expenditure and fuel. 

3. Stores and solitary cells should be provided, as 12 cells are now used for these 

PU 4; 0 Th6 tread-wheel should have a shed-roof over it, as it cannot be used now in wet 
weather. 

5. The schoolmaster should attend to each class in their day-room, so as to secure 
education to all : at present some classes do not attend, and it often occurs that no school 
whatever is attended to, on some slight excuse. 

6. There is no separate hospital ; one large room 111 the gaol is allocated lor this purpose 
for males, and another for females, and the sick are regularly attended to by the medical 
officer ; but there are no wards for extreme cases of fever, Stc., and no airing-yards for 
convalescents, as in other prisons. 



St. Sepulchre’s Manor Prison. 

I found this prison, for the first time since my first inspection of it, in a"cleanly and 
orderly state. No pauper prisoners are confined. The persons who occupy the rooms are 
well accommodated, and the appearance of the prison and yards strikingly improved by the 
recently appointed marshal. 

Newgate. 

THE appropriation of the Richmond General Penitentiary to the purpose of a Cholera 
Hospital, has postponed the arrangements which were alluded to in our last Report, and 
thrown upon us the unpleasant work of again reporting upon Newgate in its miserable 
state of want of accommodation and consequent disorder.

Of the above, the 72 males untried were confined to one yard of 22 feet by 17- 

It is equally painful and unnecessary to detail the evils which arise from the crowded 
state of this prison; and indeed it is but doing justice to the officers to state that the 
cleanly appearance and wholesome state of the cells, overcrowded by night and very in- 
sufficiently ventilated by day, are most creditable to them. The small apertures for 
the admission of air which are afforded, are constantly kept open, and whitewash applied 
everyday, 

A plan is now in progress for lightening the number of females confined in Newgate, 
by the removal of the class now at Smithfield to the Richmond Penitentiary, and replac- 
ing them by the short committals by magistrates from this prison ; there will then only 
remain the convicts under sentence of transportation and the untried females, and some- 
thing like an improved system may be introduced on the female side of' Newgate. 

Richmond Bridewell. 

IN the present unsettled state of the prisons of Dublin, it is gratifying to inspect this 
establishment, in which the objects of prison discipline, the order and cleanliness 0 
the house, and the constant and profitable employment of all the prisoners, are most satis- 
factory. The hard labour on the tread-wheel is conducted with steadiness; upwards or 70 

J looms 
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looms are in operation, besides other trades carried on upon the male side of the prison. Dublin 
The female prison is one of the best specimens of a well-arranged system of female prison District, 
discipline to be seen in Ireland ; competent matrons are appointed, the women are classed 1 * 

according to character and crime, and are constantly employed in plain works of diflerent 
kinds and in a well-appointed laundry : they have the benefit of the assistance of an 
effective ladies’ committee, and the order and appearance of the classes do great credit to 
them and the female officers. A very favourable testimony to the good effect of female 
discipline in this prison was borne by Mrs. Fry, of London, on her late visit to this country.

Smithjield Penitentiary. 

THE state of this prison is now most satisfactory and creditable to the governor. On 
the female side, the' women are constantly employed at needlework and washing; the 
laundry is conducted extremely well, and includes the washing for Newgate, as well as a 
considerable proportion of private washing. The boys are employed at school and in other 
works, particularly in weaving. ^

Sheriff’s Prison. 

NO alteration has taken place in this prison since our last Report. The number of pri- 
soners confined on the day of inspection was unusually low, there being but 46 males and 
one female confined. 

City Marshalsea. 

WE found this prison decidedly improved in respect to order and cleanliness : and there 
being but 21 males and four females in the lower class, the want of accommodation was 
less striking than it had been on former inspections. There is but one remedy for the evil 
of this place of confinement, which we have often pointed out, via. the carrying into eflect 
the provision of the 83d section of tile Prison Act, which enacts, the Court from which 
process issues to impose upon tlie creditor an allowance for the support of a pauper debtor 
confined ” All pauper debtors are entitled to their diet either from the public or from the 
creditor ■ and in a prison in which legal provision is not made for their support by the city, it 
fs pcculiariy incumbent on the authlriti'es to supply the wan. by to™ U» cost on the 
creditors. This arrangement would soon clear the common-halls of the City MaishalBea. 

Richmond Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS asylum for lunatic poor has, by a special Act of ' Parliament, been changed I into 
a provincial one for the reception of pauper lunatics for the counties of Dublin, Louth, 
M P eath Wicklow, and the town of Drogheda. It had hitherto contained persons from all 
parts of Ireland, and the expences were defrayed by Government, which are now provided 
for by each county, according ,0 the number admitted, This extensive change in the 
estabbshment has been attended with much difficulty, as it required the removal of many 
patients “ other asylums ; and even yet 46 incurables who do not belong to tlie district 

''The arrangements necessarily attending this change have been made with much care by 
the Board of Governors ; and lie moral governor, Mr. Wrigley, and the matron, who were 
appointed from the house of industry, have given great satisfaction to the Board, an 
proved themselves to be highly qualified for their office in every particular. Inspection, 
cleanliness, classification of disease, kind treatment and employment, should be the great 
objects to be held in view by a moral governor, and to all these points Mr. W"gley_

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Dublin given his undivided attention. Want of sufficient employment has been the great evil of 

Dist rict. similar institutions hitherto, and this has been provided for here as far as practicable at 

* ' present, by weaving, spinning, knitting, and some garden labour; but there not being 

sufficient ground, prevents that latter valuable mode of employing male patients, which 
has been found so useful in the other provincial asylums, where they have from 12 to 20 
acres attached to each. We understand the Board have it in contemplation to obtain 
some ground in the neighbourhood. 

Sheds should also be erected in each yard, for shelter and exercise. There were 70 
females and 40 males employed on the day of inspection, and there were no patients under 
restraint. 

There are now in the establishment 239 inmates ; viz. 101 males and 138 females and 
29 have been discharged convalescent within the last year. 

Lunatic Department , House of Industry. 

THE appointment of manager to the) provincial lunatic asylums have been almost 
invariably given by Government to the person who superintended the lunatic department 
of the house of industiy, if qualified, and this circumstance has frequently of late caused 
a new appointment here, which would prove a ready excuse for any deficiency in good 
order ; but none is necessary, as nothing can exceed the cleanliness, regularity and bene- 
volent care of these patients, under the management of Mr. and Mrs. M'Kernan, who have 
proved themselves fully qualified to undertake the same office in any lunatic asylum. 

This department of the house of industry reflects great credit on the governor, Major 
Edgeworth, as also the other arrangements of this extensive establishment. 

On the day of our inspection there were 179 patients, and 290 in these 

lunatic wards, out of which number there were 352 females and 105 males employed at some 
useful work about the institution, chiefly needlework, knitting, spinning, gardening, and 
cleansing the various departments. 

This proportion employed, and the general order of the place, is the more remarkable 
when we consider the confined space necessarily allocated for so large a number, the want 
of separation for curable cases, and the number of incurables and epileptic cases removed 
hitherto periodically from the Richmond Lunatic Asylum. Should this become a perma- 
nent establishment, additional buildings must be erected, and the mendicant cells originally 
taken from them in aid of the Mendicity Society should be restored, as they were built for 
the express purpose of providing for violent and curable cases of lunacy. The inmates are 
clothed and fed with care and economy, and there were scarcely any under restraint. 

Private Lunatic Asylums. 

I HE private lunatic asylums in the neighbourhood of Dublin have been inspected, 
as required by the Prison Act, and there does not appear to exist any abuse whatever. 
The patients are well provided for in every respect with comfortable accommodation, kind 
treatment and medical care, devoid of any undue restraint.

St. Patrick's Hospital for Lunatics , 

(Founded by Dr. Jonathan Swift, Dean of St. Patrick’s.) 

THIS institution is under the management of governors appointed by the Act of Parlia- 
ment and charter. It is kept in creditable order, and the inmates appear to be carefully 
attended to. rr J 



SOUTH DISTRICT. 



, County of Carlow Gaol. 

ON this my first inspection of the gaol at Carlow since the completion of the extensive 
addition made thereto, it is very satisfactory to find that the intentions of the county 
seem to be fully answered, and that a system of classification and of regularity in the 
interior discipline of the prison are fully established. The late valuable governor has been 
leplaced by Ins brother, whose appointment bears testimony to the estimation in which 
ns sei vices were held ; and the present governor has every appearance of zeal, and a desire 
to promote the interests of the prison, and to carry the measures of the Board of Super- 
intendence into effect. 

The great object of employment for the whole of the prisoners is accomplished : the 
tread-wheel is in operation, but is not as well regulated as it should be: the male prisoners 
not sentenced to hard labour are employed in breaking stones. 

The 
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The system of the female department of the prison is extremely well carried on. The 
women are separated in two classes, and uniformly clothed ; they are employed in spin- 
ning, washing and needlework, and instructed in reading. The matron is very competent 
to the discharge of her duty, and is assisted by the occasional visits of a committee of 
ladies, whose attendance it is to he lamented is not as regular as it had been, but the 
value of whose labours has been very important to this county. 

The principal defect remaining in the system is the want of a regular code of bye-laws. 
Under the 4th section of the Prison Act, the printed regulations approved by the Court of 
King’s Bench have been submitted to the Board, and have been for some time under their 
consideration. These regulations were framed with a view to assisting the Boards of the 
several counties in the arrangement of a county system ; they cannot be supposed to be 
equally applicable to all counties, but they embrace the principal regulations which are 
necessary, and with such alterations as local circumstances may require, will (if enforced) 
secure a well-regulated interior. In many counties they have been adopted without alter- 
ation, and it is strongly recommended to the Board not any longer to delay the very 
important measure of establishing a fixed rule of duty for each department. 

A fourth male turnkey is much wanted. 

One turnkey for the felon class. 

One ditto - - misdemeanants. 

One ditto - tread-wheel, and extra duties. 

One ditto - gate duty. 

This number is less than the usual number ; but a fourth is absolutely indispensable. 

District Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS extensive institution is now opened. The work is extremely well executed, and 
the building in every respect well adapted to the purposes for which it is intended. 
The number of patients for which it affords accommodation is 106 ; and there being as 
yet but 41 patients in the house, it is not possible to judge of the system ; but I found the 
patients well employed ; no instance of personal restraint; the house and yards in the 
most perfect state of order and cleanliness, and everything bearing the marks of zeal and 
attention on the part of the manager, and giving a promise that the asylum will bear the 
same high character which has so peculiarly marked the institutions of this class which 
have been brought into operation in the several districts. The first inspection of this 
asylum has been perfectly satisfactory. 

Bridewells. 

THERE are two quarter-sessions towns in this county, but no regular bridewell. This 
is certainly contrary to the Prison Act (sect. 91); but the towns are very near to the 
county gaol, and it is to be hoped that prisoners are in no instance confined in the small 
rooms attached to the court-houses, which are not brought under any of the regulations 
required to be observed in all places of imprisonment. 

County of Clare. 



Ennis Gaol.

THE county gaol at Ennis still maintains its high character as a well-conducted establish- 
ment ; there is, in fact, everything to approve on the inspection of it, and the zeal and 
attention of the Board, supported by their efficient governor, secure an improvement every 
year in the system. I visited this prison during the prevalence of cholera in Ennis, some 
cases of sickness having occurred in the house, and the effective measures taken on that 
trying occasion were truly praiseworthy. 

The classes are all profitably employed ; there is a sufficient number of turnkeys (a 
point in which many county gaols are deficient), well instructed, clothed in uniform, and 
judiciously distributed into the separate parts of the system. Prison clothing is 
established for the whole of the prisoners ; and I am anxious to report that I have ascer- 
tained from the governor, that in this county, in which the average of persons confined 
exceed 100 per day throughout the year, the most ample system of dresses is kept up (by 
a close attention to repairs) at the cost of 50 suits in the year. I am anxious particularly 
to notice this fact, in order to show to grand juries in other counties that this arrangement, 
without which no gaol can be considered as complete in its interior, is not attended with 
serious expense. When the cost which would arise from the unavoidable supply of articles 
actually wanted (which imperfect system is too frequently adopted) is deducted from the 
cost of 50 suits of clothes in the year, but an inconsiderable balance remains ; and exclusive 
of a decent and uniform appearance of a system of clothing, we are decidedly of opinion 
that a prison dress is the legal right of a pauper prisoner. 

The manner in which the books of Ennis gaol are planned and kept is most creditable ; 
and 1 have no doubt that the regularity with which the accounts of consumption and 
expenditure, of work, &c. are kept, leads to an accuracy of arrangement by which a con- 
siderable saving is effected* 
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South The principal defect in this prison has been the want of room to allow separate sleeping 

District. cells to the several prisoners, according to the provisions of the Prison Act. This defect 

« ' will be much remedied by the completion of the new marshalsea and female prison, the 

latter of which is in forward progress of being built: it will contain all the necessary 
accommodation for two classes of females, with sufficient apartments for the matron. That 
important situation was vacant at the time of the inspection, on the judicious filling of 
which much of the credit and usefulness of the establishment will depend : there being 
a oreater combination of qualifications required for the discharge of the duties of thatoffice 
than of any other in a county gaol ; the instruction, as well as the various descriptions of 
work and discipline of the females, devolving on the matron. 

On the whole, the inspection of the gaol at Ennis affords much satisfaction. 

County of Clare Bridewells. 



Kilrush. 

THIS prison is much improved ; a qualified keeper is now placed in charge of it, and for 
the first time I have satisfaction in reporting upon it. 

Tulla. 

THIS bridewell continues to be kept in the most perfect state of order and cleanliness, 
and affords every necessary accommodation. 

Six-Mile Bridge. 

THIS prison was not well kept when I last reported on it, but I am happy to say that 
I now have found it in extremely good order. 

Ennisfymond. 

THIS prison contains the requisite accommodation, and is always in clean regular order. 
The attention paid by the keeper to avoid placing on the pauper list those persons who 
are able to support themselves, is creditable to him, and produces a great comparative 
saving to the country. 

County of Cork Gaol. 

THIS extensive establishment, consisting of a distinct house of correction on the radi- 
ating plan, with a large county gaol and marshalsea, and containing ao classes of prisoners, 

I found in the same superior state of order and discipline in which I have so often reported 
it. The thorough knowledge of their duty which the Board of Superintendence have attained 
in all its branches, from unremitted attention during a period of ten years (since my first 
acquaintance with the prisons of Cork), has rendered their labours so effective that nothing 
appears to be wanted in any place of confinement within 'this large county. The system 
of prison discipline comprises everything which the law prescribes ; the distribution of 
duty, the division of labour, the system of instruction, the book-keeping, the furniture 
and occupation of the rooms and cells, the precision with which the details of duty are 
carried on, the extreme cleanliness of every part of the prisons, and all these extended, so 
far as they are applicable, to prisons of every class, produce an effect which cannot be too 
highly approved ; the controlling hand of the Board, and the stamp of their system, being 
visible in every the most minute detail, and in the most remote and insignificant bridewell in 
the county. Several changes have taken place in the members who constitute the Board 
of Superintendence; some have withdrawn whose assistance has been highly valuable, and 
it is impossible not to regret the temporary absence from this county of one individual, 
Capt. Hoare, of the Royal Navy, whose exertions in establishing the present regulations, 
and peculiar talent in planning and conducting such a system, can never be forgotten. 
The change of members has been adopted with the praiseworthy view of extending the 
knowledge of prison discipline through the county, the good effect of which has already 
been proved ; and in the removal of the one highly-gifted individual before alluded to, we 
have had the satisfaction to see that the principle of government is so firmly established as 
to be independent of changes which might be fatal to a system less confirmed. I may 
appear to make a Report more upon the Board of Superintendence than on the prisons of 
Cork ; but I feel that I can give no instructions to them for the improvement of the present 
regulations, while, by pointing out the causes to which the acknowledged perfection of the 
gaols of Cork may be attributed, I may convey benefit to other counties; and it is most 
satisfactory to think that the practice of this county (particularly with respect to the 
bridewells) has been taken up with zeal in those neighbouring counties, and promises to be 
still further extended. 

It is strongly recommended to the Board to endeavour to procure employment for those 
classes in the Sheriff’s Gaol who have not work appointed for them : that every gaol should 
be a school of industry as well as literary instruction, is the very central point of moral 
discipline. It has been so considered in every report or publication which has appeared 
upon the subject of prisons, and was urged upon the consideration of the Legislature 
in the last session of Parliament, in the Report of the Committee upon Secondary 
Punishment.

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The labour in the house of correction is steadily carried on ; the tread-wheels are con- South 
ducted with regularity. District 

The female department is admirably conducted under competent matrons, with the ‘ v * 
advantage of the attendence of a committee of ladies. This department in the gaols of 
Cork was highly approved by Mrs. Fry, of London, on her late visit to this country. 



County of Cork Bridewells. 

Notwithstanding the terms of approbation in which my colleague and I have 
spoken upon those prisons, and the state of order and system which we reported them in, 
so peculiarly creditable to the county of Cork, I found them on my last inspection 
decidedly improved. On the following prisons I have no observation, as they have 
accomplished all that the Act contemplates :

Cove . — This small prison 1 found not as clean as it should have been. 

Boscarberry . — I have the same observation to make with regard to this prison. 

Millstreet . — This prison,' with the two last mentioned, is of an inferior class to the other 
bridewells of the cuunty. 

Bins ale . — This small corporation prison has been altered so as to contain legal accom- 
modation, and I found it in a creditable state of order. 

Youghal . — This prison was exempted from abolition with the other prisons belonging to 
local juridictions, in 1826, on a pledge that it should be brought within the terms on which 
such prisons can be continued, by order of the Lord Lieutenant under the 7 Geo. 4, c. 74, 
s. 97, and has now remained for six years without the necessary measures for that purpose 
having been taken. 



City of Cork Gaol. 

I rouN n the whole of this large prison in excellent order, conducted with much regu- 
larity and cleanliness, and in every respect highly to the credit of the valuable local 
inspector and officers. The principal defect, so often pointed out, particularly in the 
Report of the Inspectors-general for the last year, viz. the want of general employment 
for the male classes, still continues, and we cannot too strongly recommend that, whatever 
difficulties may exist in establishing eligible descriptions of work, every exertion should be 
made to overcome them. The whole foundation of a moral system of prison discipline must 
be laid in the industry of persons imprisoned ; .and in addition to the many testimonies 
which prior to the present year could have been adduced in support of this principle, 
we have now before the public one of high authority in the Report of the Parliamentary 
Committee on Secondary Punishment, which rests the efficiency and success of their whole 
system on employment general and constant in the prisons, and on avoiding the evil effect 
of association and converse amongst the prisoners. Difficulties occur in Cork with respect 
to the breaking of stones ; these may be insurmountable ; the field however is wide, and 
local authorities can best devise the means most practicable in each place. In the prin- 
cipal city gaol in Dublin, 70 looms are kept sometimes in operation, besides other works, 
and the profit is most satisfactory. This description of work necessarily precludes con- 
versation, an object which is represented as of vital importance in the Report on Secondary 
Punishment, before mentioned. In a county town contiguous to Dublin, situated on the 
sea shore, the manufacture of fishing-nets has been found satisfactory. It is however 
impossible for us to decide upon the proper or most practicable mode of applying the 
industry of the prisoners in any particular county. We can only urge upon the Board 
of Superintendence the importance of fulfilling the provisions of the I nson Act on that 
subject (s. 104). 

The female side of the gaol of this city is very striking ; the matron is in every respect 
suited to her important office ; the females are instructed, kept steadily to work, well 
classified, clothed, and in every respect this department is in a satisfactory state. 

The issue of prison dresses in the male classes has increased, and adds much to the 
comfort and creditable appearance of the prisoners. The tread-wheel is carried on with 
much regularity. The attention of the local inspector to give effect to the regulations ot 
the Board of Superintendence are unremitted, and the good fruits of his enective labours 
are visible throuo-hout the minute details of the establishment. 



Cork City Bridewell. 

SOME additions have been made to the accommodations in this place of temporary 
confinement, in which every provision is made for the accommodation of the inmates, 
which the nature and objects of the prison require.

Convict Penitentiary, Cork. 

I FOUND this penitentiary nearly empty, and under process of repair and cleaning. The 
females had recently been shipped for transportation. The following is the report of the 
governor on the day of inspection ; viz. 

Number of male prisoners in custody this day - - - 14 

Number of female ditto - ditto ----- ig, and g children. 

On the 14th January last, were embarked from the penitentiary, on board the South- 
wark convict ship for New South Wales, 134 female convicts, and 16 free settlers, wives 
and children of convicts in that colony; and on the 3d instant, 141 female convicts, and 
58 free settlers, families as above, were embarked on board the Surrey convict ship ; 
making altogether 275 female convicts, and 74 free settlers. 

The female prisoners are employed in washing, cleaning and whitewashing the prison, 
knitting socks, stockings and blankets, quilts, making clothes for maleand female prisoners 
for their use on the voyage to New South Wales, making mattrasses, picking hair, and 
pumping water, cooking and attending the sick. 

The male prisoners consist principally of old and infirm men, who were unable to embark 
with the other convicts.

I found this asylum in the same respectable state of order and cleanliness in which 
I and my colleague have reported it to be. It had for a long course of years been esta- 
blished in character as one of the best-conducted institutions in this country, and the 
extensive scale on which it is supported has been most creditable to the county and city 
of Cork. The medical gentlemen, who have been successively placed at the head of it, 
have been unremitting in their care and attention. 

Notwithstanding the favourable circumstances which it is but justice to the asylum to 
report, it is the opinion of my colleague and myself (and we believe we are supported in 
it by a number of the best-informed inhabitants) that it would be a most desirable measure 
to place those wards which have strictly lunatic cases under the Act relating to district 
lunatic asylums ; and we are convinced that any individual in Cork, who is disposed to 
concur in this opinion, would be confirmed in it by inspection of any one of the district 
lunatic asylums now in operation, and by a comparison of their system and its effects with 
that of the Cork asylum. 

The accommodation consists of three parts : the upper building or convalescent depart- 
ment; the next adjoining part, containing acute cases; and the third part, adjoining the 
house of industry, allotted to idiots and epilepsy, not admissible to a district lunatic asylum. 
The building is so planned that the first or first and second division could be cut off, leaving 
the remainder attached to the house of industry as an asylum for incurables. 

County of Galway Gaol. 

I found the county gaol at Galway in a state of good order and cleanliness. Some 
additional officers have been appointed since the period of my last inspection, and the 
routine of duty is carried on in a manner highly creditable to the officers. There being as 
yet no tread-wheel established, the prisoners under sentence of hard labour are employed 
in breaking stones ; the reason assigned for not extending this work to the other classes 
is, that the opportunity of sale for the broken stones is too limited to admit of it. The 
Grand Jury have, however, presented for the erection of a tread-wheel, for which the 
Board of Superintendence are now in treaty ; and as soon as this, which is the proper 
means of executing the sentence of hard labour, is completed, it is intended to transfer 
the stone-breaking to the prisoners in general. 

There is no school in this gaol, a defect not now to be found in any other county gaol ; 
the consequence is, that not only is this valuable opportunity lost of instructing a class of 
men who of all others stand in need of it, and which the law imperatively requires, but 
the classes not sentenced to hard labour are at present in a state of total idleness. This is 
not only injurious to the individuals, but much calculated to encourage the commission of 
crime, and to fill the gaol, which is now crowded. 

The want of prison dresses is much to be lamented, and l have enabled the local 
inspector to supply a limited number for the supply of actual want on the male side of the 
prison. 

The state of the females requires much improvement ; they are but nominally instructed 
and employed, and not clothed. The latter evil can be remedied at a very small expense ; 
with respect to the former, 1 should beg to submit to the Grand Jury, that unless the 
same means are used as in other counties, and unless effect is given to the true spirit ol 
the Prison Act, this interesting department in prison discipline cannot possibly attain any 

degree 
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degree of perfection. I have no doubt of the good intentions of the matron, but to fill south 

that office with any advantage, or to fulfil the intentions of the Legislature more than in District. 

name, qualifications of a much higher order than she possesses are required in the matron ' 

of a county gaol; and if the county were to place the females under a trained matron, 
they would soon see a result which would be most satisfactory. To these subjects we are 
most anxious to draw the attention of the Grand Jury. 

Notwithstanding the regularity of the system now carried on by steady officers, so far as 
relates to the messing, books, conduct of the prisoners, and extreme cleanliness of the 
prison, no stronger proof can be given of a want of any further progress in prison discipline 
than the fact that no system of bye-laws are established pursuant to the 4th section of the 
Prison Act. If the Board should undertake a better system, this want would soon be 
discovered, as no active system can go on for a day without rules and regulations which 
reach every department. 



County of Galway Bridewells. 

IT is very necessary to call the attention of the Grand Jury to the bridewell system of 
this county. There are three effective bridewells, in the towns of Tuarn, Loughrea and 
Clifden, also one in progress at Eyrecourt ; there remain, then, the towns of Ballinasloe 
and Gort, both towns of importance, and situated upon public roads, to which a number of 
prisoners are committed, and in which numbers are lodged on their passage to the county 
gaol; and in neither of them is the prison by any means adequate to their accommodation, 
or in anyway conformable to the law relating to prisons in Ireland. I have, therefore, 
thought it right to submit to the Grand Jury plans for the erection of prisons in Ballinasloe 
and Gort, in which towns there can be no reason to doubt that sites will be gratuitously 
afforded, or at a nominal rent. In the several towns in the county of Galway the number 
of persons committed, or who were lodged for one night or more in the several bridewells, 
during the years of 1831 and 1832, appear by the quarterly returns to be as follows, from 
which statement the importance of those at Gort and Ballinasloe is demonstrated ; viz.

In addition to the new prisons proposed, I have caused to be laid before the Grand 
Jury a plan for the alteration of the bridewell at Woodford, which I trust may meet their 
approbation. There is also a plan and estimate laid before them for the purpose of adding 
one to the number of bridewells of the county af Galway, in the town of Ballymoe, which 
is situated at the extremity of the county, on the north-eastern side, being distant from the 
nearest place of confinement upwards of 20 miles. 

The whole of these estimates will amount to about the total sum of 2,000/., which being 
advanced from the Consolidated Fund, would involve the county in half-yearly present- 
ments of 50 /. until the principal (without any charge of interest) shall be paid off. 

It may be right respectfully to apprise the Grand Jury that in all other counties in the 
provinces of Munster and Connaught (the principal seats of this description of prison), the 
bridewells have been completed. I found these prisons, on my tour of inspection, in 
a cleanly and orderly state. 



Town of Galway Gaol. 

THE only satisfaction that can be found in reporting upon this gaol is, that the new 
building is in a state of forwardness ; and there is every reason to hope that the Board of 
Superintendence will avail themselves of the opportunity of its occupation to introduce 
something like the system of a modern prison, and not leave this one establishment to 
exhibit all the defects which were to be found in the old gaols, and have disappeared in 
the new. The state of the female class is really deplorable ; light offenders, persona per- 
haps of good habits, and (if guilty) novices in crime, are mixed with abandoned prostitutes, 
and left to the baneful effects of such association, with the opportunities afforded by total 
idleness, and without any person whatever to watch over them. Such a scene is 1101 to be 
found in any other prison in Ireland. But the prospect of better tilings prevents us from 
dwelling on the present wants of this establishment. If the system was not to be changed, 
the new building would be a waste of money. I cannot avoid observing, that in a return 
made from this prison for 1831 (according to a form containing 13 columns, which 
contain the various particulars relating to the employments and instruction of prisoners, that 
are annually laid before Parliament, all respecting matters required by law, see our Tenth 
Report, p. 58), every column in the town of Galway return appeared a Hank, with the 
exception of two, which related to the female class; but the falling off’ in that class since 
the period of that return will render the whole return for 1832 a succession of blanks. 
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County of Kerry. 



Tralee Gaol. 

SINCE my last inspection of the gaol at Tralee, the new addition, the progress of which 
had interrupted the system of discipline for some time, has been completed and occupied, 
and the prison may now be reported as affording every accommodation which the law 
requires. The system has been very well arranged ; and under the superintendence of 
a very effective Board and local inspector, the discipline has every prospect, of being well 
carried on, and of producing beneficial effects to the county, by improving the habits of 
the inmate’s of the gaol, and thus not only benefiting them, but diminishing the amount of 
crime in the country. , , , . . . 

Within the last year, an active exertion has been made to introduce a general system 
of employment for the poor prisoners ; and exclusive of the tread-wheel, and other means 
of executing the sentence of hard labour, work has been introduced throughout the classes. 
There is no object within the whole range of prison discipline of so much importance as 
a steady perseverance in carrying on this system. Idleness is productive of every evil, 
and it lias been ever found, that from a gaol which is a school of industry prisoners are 
discharged invariably with improved feelings and improved habits ; they are not only kept 
from mischief and employed in what is improving to their minds, and furnished with 
the means of earning their bread, but they are uniformly found to be thankful for those 
advantages, and fully to appreciate their value. The system of instruction established by 
each turnkey acting as schoolmaster to his own class, has been successful. 

In the female class (one of the most interesting departments in a county gaol) the 
county of Kerry has been distinguished for care and good management. The matron is 
highly qualified for carrying on the best principles of female discipline; the classes are 
instructed and kept to work ; but it is to be lamented that the prison affords so limited 
accommodation for females. It is particularly desirable that this class should be divided, 
that the better conducted and most improving characters should be kept apart from the 
idle vagrant ; and in general, it is found to be a good arrangement to commit the laundry 
to the second class, employing the first in needlework. The laundry in this prison is too 
much exposed to serve as a second day-room. 

The subject upon which 1 saw the most room to find fault in the state of Tralee gaol, 
was the very unusual disposition amongst the prisoners to bring forward subjects 
of complaint. I have, after some experience, rarely found that disposition without 
being able to trace it to some want of cordial co-operation in the officers and per- 
sons' 3 employed under them. 1 have offered my opinion on this subject to the Board 
more at length than is suitable to this Report, and I trust that the cause will cease, and 
the groundless complaints with it. Unless there is an united effort, from the board-room 
to the lowest grade of officers or their assistants, to promote the comforts and interests of 
the prisoners, and the credit of the establishment, no county gaol can ever be ranked 
amongst the best conducted, or produce those valuable effects upon society which are to 
be derived from a good system of prison discipline. 

County of Kerry Bridewells. 

THE system of bridewells in this county is now completed by the erection of eight new 
prisons, which afford every accommodation required by law ; separate yards and day- 
rooms for male and female prisoners, and a suitable number of cells for each class, 
together with good apartments for the keepers. The Board of Superintendence have taken 
these prisons under their immediate care ; this we consider as the principal object to effect 
with respect to the smaller prisons. We can venture to declare it as the result of our 
experience, that in whatever county the bridewells are wholly left to the care of persons im- 
mediately resident near to their sites, or to officers (with any advantage which our office can 
afford), the system is invariably found comparatively to fail ; while in every county in 
which the control is kept effectively in the hands of the Board of Superintendence of the 
county gaol, the system is found to be successful. I have recommended to the Board at 
Tralee the adoption of some practical regulations taken from the system of the county of 
Cork, and which are detailed in our 9th Report, 12th page, of which there is a copy in the 
hands of their valuable local inspector, the Rev. Mr. Hurley. One leading feature of the 
system of that county is the mode of training, and, if necessary, of removing the local 
situation of the bridewell keepers; and it is necessary in explanation to say, that in 
the event of the temporary exchange of officers between (he county gaol and bridewells, 
or of removal from one bridewell to another, no change of salary takes place. I beg 
respectfully to recommend to the Board of Superintendence to take this subject into 
their early consideration, and can procure a copy of the forms used in the county of Cork, 
as well as their local bridewell regulations. 

* Killarney. 

THIS new prison is attached to a quarter sessions court-house ; it affords sepaiate 
yards and day-rooms for male and female prisoners, with good apartments for the keeper. 
I found it in good order, and perfectly clean, 
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Castle Island. Tarbert. Cahirsaveen. Henman. 

Miltoion. Dingle. Listowel. 

The above prisons are all 011 the same scale, and fully furnished and appointed as the law 
directs. I found them all in a clean and creditable state, with the exception of the bridewell 
at Dingle, which I recommend to the immediate attention of the Board ; the keeper 
would require to be proved and trained in the county gaol. But although this Report is on 
the whole favourable, it is to be considered that the prisons are newly built and newly fur- 
nished, and that the keepers are alive to a system lately introduced, and looking out for 
observation ; but it is not to be expected that the system will stand still : under the con- 
stant eye of the Board, and with a perfect conviction on the part of each officer that his 
local situation depends upon a half-yearly or other periodical inquiry into the state of his 
prison, the system will daily improve; while, on the other hand, these establishments will 
rapidly retrograde if left to themselves, and soon disappoint the expectations of the Legis- 
lature and of the county. 

1 1 is recommended that a copy of the quarterly return should be required by the Board 
from each bridewell; and it is right to point their attention to one point on which a con- 
siderable expense may depend, viz. the dietary in the bridewells. It is extraordinary to 
observe the great difference in different bridewells, with respect to the return of persons 
as poor prisoners supported at the public expense. This subject is treated of in our 10th 
Report (in possession of the local inspector), page 12, and is now submitted for serious 
consideration ; much expense may depend upon the choice of the dietary from the three 
tables approved by the Court of King’s Bench. 

County of Kilkenny Gaol. 

I FOUND this gaol extremely clean and regular, and the small number of prisoners con- 
fined on the day of inspection amply accommodated in separate sleeping cells. The 
architectural defects of this gaol, the bad description and situation of the day-rooms and 
yards, have been pointed out in many Reports, and seem capable in a great measure of 
being remedied, but no steps have been taken in consequence of such Reports. 

The female prison is kept in extremely good order under an efficient matron, and the 
inspection of that department is very satisfactory. 

I found the male prisoners employed at the tread-wheel, in burning lime, and at school ; 
the employment is, however, but partial; and the school is carried on by mixing the 
classes, which would be most objectionable if the construction of the gaol afforded the 
advantage to be derived from strict classification. 

Thomustown Bridewell. 

THE Bridewell at Thomastown, the only one in this county, is on a very small scale, 
containin'*- but one room for male and one for female prisoners. It is furnished and con- 
ducted according to law. 

County of Kilkenny Lunatic Asylum. 

IN this small asylum were several patients who should have been in the district lunatic 
asylum, to which they have been since removed. I found it in good order. 

City of Kilkenny Gaol. 

NO cliano-e has taken place in this prison since our last Report; the prison is clean 
and as well ventilated as its unfavourable situation admits; the classification very imperfect 
from want of accommodation, but I am gratified to find the system of industry going on 
steadily. The prisoners are employed at breaking stones, from which a considerable profit 
might be shown, were it not that the stones are used by the corporation for the use of the 
roads and streets of the city, and not therefore brought to the credit of the work account, 
but substantially the public are not the less benefited by the labour of the prisoners. 
Nothing of the higher objects of gaol discipline is accomplished; the prisoners are not 
clothed! nor are the = male prisoners instructed, it being one of the few instances of a county 
or city gaol in which there is no school. The females are very little taught; a matron is 
however appointed, who employs them partially in spinning, &c. 

House of Correction. 

THIS place of confinement cannot now be strictly called a prison, there having been but 
three criminal cases confined on the day of inspection. A few lunatics were also in the 
house, the greater part of wh m were fit objects for the district lunatic asylum, to which 
they have been since removed. 

1 am happy to report that this house, which had been kept, in a most disgraceful state, 
appears to be now in the hands of a respectable couple, and I found it clean and regular. 

King’s County. 

Tullamore Gaol. 

THE last Report which I made upon this county gaol having been the first Report 
made after the occupation of the present prison, I Imd it only in my power to state that the 
system of management had commenced on the most approved principles, and that, not 
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South only the zeal of the Board of Superintendence, but the sound views of prison discipline 
District. manifested by them, gave a certain promise that the county would derive every expected 
dTrmtege f/om the in, oval of thl site to Tollamore and from the erection of the 
mesent extensive building. These expectations nave been amply realized ; the local 
Ege has produced the regular and effective attendance of the Board, which could not 
have oeen attained at Philipstown. The Board have established a code of bye-laws which 
embrace everv important object, and by their own personal control secure that they are 
carried 1 nto complete effect. Every part of the system is, therefore, always at wor ; the 
most minute cleanliness is to be seen in every part of the prison ; the books are well regu- 
lated and strictly conformable to the prescribed regulation ; the dietary is served wUh 
order and punctuality ; the classes are clothed on the male and female side, and every part 
of the routine is carried on with system and precision These arrangements could not 
have been effected but by a judicious distribution of the duties of the officers. There are 
in this eaol a sufficient number of turnkeys; they are separately allotted to specific parts of 
the establishment, by which means there is neither confusion nor uncertainty in the course 
of duty on the contrary there is a distinct and exclusive responsibility attachable in every 
case which can occur; one class excites emulation in another, and the superior qua- 
lifications of one officer form a contrast with, instead of a cover to, the deficiencies of 
others. 

Too much praise cannot be given to tlve Board of Superintendence, who are assisted in 
their labours by Mr. Whitfield, the local inspector, a most valuable and zealous officer. 
On the whole the inspection of the gaol of Tollamore has been as satisfactory as that of any 
other county gaol which I have visited within the present year. 

Parsonstown Bridewell. 

I found this prison in extremely creditable order and under good regulation. The Board 
at Tullainore have taken the only effectual means of accomplishing a good system m the 
bridewells of any county, by their personal superintendence of that class of pnson, in addi- 
tion to their care of the county gaoX They are in Parsonstown assisted by an efficient local 
' inspector, and the keeper is competent to his duty, the accommodation sufficient, and on 
the whole the inspection of this prison was very satisfactory. 

County of Limerick Gaol. 

SINCE the period of my last Report a very important change has taken place, m tire 
resignation of the gentleman who had so long conducted this establishment under the 
Board of Superintendence, and the appointment of a new governor ; and it is gratifying, 
in the case of a prison so long distinguished among the county gaols of Ireland, to fin 
that the same system of order and cleanliness is carried on in a most satisfactory manner, 
and that in many important particulars a decided improvement has taken place, in my 
last Report I had occasion to lament that the male prisoners, with the exception of those 
sentenced to the tread-wheel, were wholly unemployed; and I was happy to find on my 
late tour, that this, the greatest of all evils, had been remedied ; and had the satisfaction 
to see every class in the prison industriously and profitably employed, some at their trade* 
as carpenters, shoemakers and tailors, while the labour of the great mass of the male pn- 
soners of all classes was applied to breaking stones, which m a large city ought to become 
productive ; at all events, the great and leading object in the establishment of a sound 
system of prison discipline is accomplished by the constant occupation ot the prisoners, 
a consideration of infinitely more importance than any profit which might arise from tlieir 

W There is now every reason to expect that the discipline of the gaol of Limerick will 
attain a very high standard; but it is necessary to observe, that to effect the really 
valuable objects of discipline, the number of turnkeys is inadequate. No well-regulatea 
system can be carried on with the present number ; and it is most strongly recommenae 
to the Grand Jury to appoint additional officers. In the neighbouring counties (.fving 
and Queen’s), in which new gaols have been opened since the removal of the mill ary 
guards, and in which the whole case was taken into serious consideration, the number ot 
turnkeys which it appeared necessary to appoint, amounted to double the numbei emp °y e 
in this larger county ; the salaries are placed on a graduated scale, in which deserving 
turnkeys ascend as vacancies occur, the first salary on appointment not exceeding 2 
per annum. . .. . 

The female class are well provided for with respect to officers; but I have pomte 
the Board of Superintendence the principal defect which appeared in the arrangement 
of that interesting class, viz. the want of any classification, and the exposure of the iemai 
to view, both in their yard and in their laundry. It appears to me that some contrivance m y 
be made to procure accommodation for a second class ; that the yard may be enc os 
with a screen ; and that a small space may be walled in, in front of the laundry, w 11 ® 
would seclude the women, and prevent the slovenly appearance of linen, &c. bW JJ 
in the insulating passages of the prison. It has always appeared to me as a detec 
the passage on both sides of the entrance had not that neat appearance which is 0 
seen in other public establishments. 

These observations are respectfully submitted to the Grand Jury, to whom 1 repoi , v 
much pleasure, the generally creditable state of the county gaol. 
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County of Limerick Bridewells. 



Glynn. 

THIS new prison contains every accommodation required by law ; but I found it in 
a very dirty and disorderly state. The keeper is very unfit for his duty, but was about 
to be dismissed, 

Newcastle and Rathkeale. 

THESE prisons were not newly built, but have been considerably added to since the 
introduction of the present system. The former is a very small prison, the latter on a larger 
scale ; and I found them in good order. The present keeper at Rathkeale has introduced 
a great improvement in that bridewell. 

Kilfinnan Bridewell. 

I rouND this bridewell in good order; it contains separate yards for the male and 
female prisoners, and apartments for the keeper. Some improvements in front of the 
prison are approved by the Board of Superintendence, and will be completed. 

Bruff and Croom Bridewells. 

I found these two prisons in great confusion, owing to the appropriation of a part of 
each to the reception of persons affected with cholera. The keeper of the latter is a newly- 
appointed officer, and appears qualified for his situation. 

County of Limerick District. 



Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS extensive asylum (as the others of the same class) still maintains its distinguished 
place as a public establishment of the very highest order, in respect to good management, 
cleanliness and important public usefulness ; the humane treatment of the patients, the 
sparing use of coercive means, and above all, the success in discharging curable cases, 
merits our most favourable report. On the day of inspection the following was the detail 
of cases ; viz.

More of the male patients could be employed, but the quantity of ground attached to 
the asylum (the chief source of employment) is so small as to prevent it. The increasing 
evil of incurable cases is still much complained of) and will in the district asylums 
throughout Ireland soon call for some decisive measures. 

City of Limerick Gaol. 

THIS prison continues to be kept in very good order, under the zealous attention pi 
Mr. Gibson, who has so long conducted it as local inspector, and by whom this gaol was 
first placed upon a good system of government. On the last inspection of the Inspector- 
general, although the system met with his general approbation, several points were noticed 
to which the attention of the Board and local inspector were called by him in his Report; 
the principal one was the want of employment for the prisoners ; and I was happy to find 
that since that period the introduction of stone-breaking has removed the defect complained 
of. The different male classes are now, between the labour of the tread-wheel and stone- 
breaking, fully employed. 

The personal appearance of the prisoners is not as creditable as in other gaols, and 
many of them appeared in ragged clothing and without shoes. It is certainly very diffi- 
cult to avoid this in the numerous class of persons brought in daily for examination or fqr 
trial at the Recorder’s court ; but some much more decided system of prison-dresses ought

md e'a ly crae'l to associate them with other females, who, although charged with critmna 
offence aS not habitually depraved, and many of whom may wish to turn the period of 
theirlmprisonment to advantage under the instruction of competent teachers. It is there- 
fore much to be desired that the females of this prison should be divided at least m o three 
classes* with a view to separation of characters, and that they should be placed under 
aSlv-malified matron, assisted by a discreet female turnkey ; such persons would be 
^valuable to them. In the neighbouring county (Cork) the females are separated into 
seven classes and six in the city gaol. The matrons are active and intelligent persons 
regularly trained to the duty; they are of the most respectable class, well educated and 
cafaWe of instructing others, and perfectly competent to conduct the most effective system 
of moral government The females are (without exception) clothed m strict uniform. The 
resTraso satisfactory in both gaols, that I am induced to point m.t the example, which 
s more encouraging tlan any observations or theories can be. The female class » the 
defect of the Sty of Limerick prison, and the Grand Jury may be assured hat it is 
iie department of all others in which" with the least trouble and expense a radical change 
can be P made ' and I have no doubt, that if the local inspector ,s directed to model this 
ekes Imordtag to the principles adopted in the gaols before mentioned, he will be able to 
nresent to the citv a very gratifying change in one month.

City of Limerick Lunatic Wards. 

. THIS asylum was much crowded on the day of inspection, there being 6a patients con- 
fined; but the state of the wards evinced much care and at tent on i on *e pa: it of to 
managers, and reflect credit on the governors of the house of mdustry, to wh ch they a e 
attached. There is a great want of ventilation, the corridors of the cells bein D tic on y 
day-rooms, and I made a note in the visiting book to recommend to the governor the 
erection of day-rooms in the yards. 

County of Mayo. 



Castlebar Gaol. 

THE new prison now in progress of building for this county, is in so great forwardness 
that I trust this Report will be the last upon the state of the old gaol which I round, j-O 
far as circumstances will permit, in very good order, and on the whole creditable to tlie 
officers, who under every disadvantage carry on a system of great order and regularity, n.i 
additional difficulty lias since last Report been thrown in their way by the P'^ valei ? c ® ° 
cholera, and the necessity which arose of appropriating to the use ol persons afflicted wit 
that disease the bridewell, which had contained three classes from the gaol, viz. temaies, 
lunatics, and sick. .. 

The former and latter classes are now crowded into the old gaol, and the wnawa 
placed in the yards of the court-house, a place in every respect ill suited to their case. 
These embarrassing circumstances occasion much satisfaction in the near piospec 
splendid new gaol for the county, and a district lunatic asylum, Ballinasloe. 

There is no matron at present in the gaol, the woman under whose care the females w 
placed in the bridewell being now attached exclusively to the lunatics ; in ee , o 
care of the female class she was wholly unfitted, and it is now most desnao e ia 
vacancy should be effectively filled : a measure which will be attended with many imme- 
diate advantages and remove many evils in the present gaol, but which as an 
measure will be indispensable when the new building shall be completed. Indee , 
reference to knowledge or skill on the subject of prison discipline, it is o vi 
common sense that the class of building now in progress for females in the new P > 
would be waste of public money, nay, an absolute absurdity, if it did not imply a p 1 
tion for a system of management such as can only be carried on by a matron o » es l 
bility and experience, whose literary acquirements and knowledge of female wont qua . y 
her to improve, and to employ with advantage to themselves and to the county, tne rei 
under her care, and whose character and deportment will carry weight and se ^ u ! .. 
respect of those placed under her. Such a person can be easily procured in u 
a salary of 30 1 . a year. . un- 

it would be inconsistent with the observations which have been made m our P 
Reports (8th Report, page 7, and 9th Report, page 9), and with the measure ® ; t u 0U t 
we have recommended in other counties, was I to report upon this county gao ' 
noticing the gaol-guard. At present it may be considered merely as a security, to r P 
the guard of soldiers, and little could be done in the present building which won 
a different application of their services more useful to the establishment; but w e 
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timp aunroaches for making arrangements preparatory to the occupation of the new prison, 

ZnZ our duty to revert to this subject, and to explain to the Board those principles , _ 

which 0 or Reports have been founded; referring them Ibr the present to the ongr- 
nils of those Reports, of which we are ready to furnish extracts to them. 

Ballinrobe Bridewell. 

I found this bridewell clean and in regular order. Not being supplied, as the bride- 
wells of other counties, through the medium of our quarterly returns, and advances from 
the Excise*, we are not aware of the cost of provisions, which are paid by the Urana Jury 
to the contractor for the county gaol. 



Queen's County. 



Maryborough Gaol. 

I have again inspected this excellent county gaol with much satisfaction; it was in 
i crowded state, owing to the iucrease of committals in the last year, but 1 found the whole 
system conducted with regularity and good effect. The great object of general employ- 
ment for the prisoners has been undertaken with spirit in this county, and extends to all 

° Tn the last Report made by my colleague on this establishment, he found it his duty to point 
out some practices which he considered as defects or abuses in the system, and which have 
been to a great degree since remedied, particularly the sale of vegetables from the garden, 
which has been discontinued. With respect to this use of the insulating passage, I have 
always concurred with him in objecting to the principle. The consequence of that our 
joint opinion, has been the abolition in other county gaols of a garden, with all its tempta- 
tions to employ and favour prisoners, and to disturb the strict classification of the prison. 
The ground is not enclosed for such a purpose; it is intended to give space and air, additional 
security, a walk for sentinels, if required, and a clear space for rapid movement to detect or 
defeat sudden attempt at escape or disturbance. In every one of these respects the gardening 
system certainly defeats or obstructs the use of this space even if it does not render the air 
less pure; and unquestionably no right exists to make such an application of the ground, noi 
is it as creditable as a well-gravelled passage round a public establishment. 

The Board of Superintendence of this county are so attentive and effective ; the system 
so well arrano-ed ; the appointment of duties, both with respect to the discipline of the 
prison and instruction of the classes by their own turnkeys, the general employment of the 
classes, and other important parts of prison discipline, are on so good a footing m this goal, 
that it promises to be ranked as amongst the best of our county prisons. It is, however, 
necessary to observe that points of minor importance did not quite satisfy me on my 
inspection. The cleanliness of the prison could not bear comparison with that of other 
county gaols, and the female prison is decidedly fallen off, and not by any means kept m 
that creditable state which had merited the approbation of the Inspectors-general in the old 
gaol, where the females were placed under the same matron. 

Stradbally Brideiuell. 

This new prison contains accommodation for the keeper, and male and female prisoner 
with the separation required by law. I found it in good order, but somewhat deficient in 
bedding. 

Borris-in-Ossory Bridewell. 

THIS prison is on the same scale of accommodation with that at Stradbally, and com- 
plete in the furniture and bedding, but by no means as clean or regular. It wanted white- 
washing very much. 

County of Tipperary. 



Clonmel Gaol. 

THE new house of correction being in considerable forwardness, it may be hoped that 
before the period of next Report this important addition to the estabhshment will be com- 
pleted ; until then it will be impossible to introduce the best principles of prison ■discipline 
Into this county gaol. In the meantime several important improvements have taken place , 
and notwithstanding the defects in the plan of the old building, the want of 
tion and crowded state of the prison, I found it in a very cleanly, regular and hwlt hy _slate. 
It is impossible under present circumstances to employ the male classes in a piohtable 
manner ■ the tread-wheel is in operation. , . , . 

The female class continues to be well attended to, they are separated into two divisions ; 
and instructed and kept to work. I was sorry to see that a regular uniform dress has been 
discontinued in this class. I have twice succeeded in my recommendation to establ sh 
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South . this regulation, so necessary in a female class, and trusted that clothing would have been 
District. permanently supplied; the expense is very trifling, and the system is adopted in every well- 

— v ' regulated county gaol. It would be also most desirable that a commodious laundry should 

be provided, and that the women should be well instructed in washing, and should wash 
systematically for the whole establishment. Some additional turnkeys have been appointed 
since my inspection ; the good effect of which is apparent, and will be more so when the 
opening of the house of correction shall afford an opportunity of giving effect to the 
bye-laws ; at present they must in a great measure remain a dead letter. 

Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS ward, attached to the house of industry, continues to be kept with much attention 
to the comforts of the inmates, and in a manner creditable to the officers of the institution • 
it however affords very inadequate means of attaining the principal objects of a lunatic 
asylum. A site has been chosen for the erection of an asylum for 60 patients, under the 
Act for establishing district lunatic asylums, and which will be confined to the lunatic 
poor of this county. 

County of Tipperary Bridewells. 

THE Inspectors-general are particularly anxious to draw the attention of the Grand 
Jury to the subject of their prisons of this class, which in this county labour under a 
great disadvantage in not being taken under the care of the Board of Superintendence of 
the county gaol, according the provisions of the Prison Act. The principal seat of these 
places of confinement is in the province of Munster, in which they are more numerous 
than in any other part of Ireland. In the counties of Cork, Limerick, Kerry and Clare, the 
bridewells were of so wretched a description prior to late improvements, that the Grand 
Juries were induced to take up the subject seriously, and provide for the erection of new 
buildings in all the towns in which such prisons are situated ; they were consequently led 
to the improvement of this branch of the prison system, and have followed up the measure 
of new building by establishing a complete system of regulations under the immediate 
control of the Boards of Superintendence. The keepers are regularly trained ; all supplies 
issue from the county gaol, and every detail in the government of these prisons is con- 
ducted by the Board. In the county of Tipperary alone the bridewells had been built 
prior to the period alluded to, and they have remained with very little alteration to the 
present time. The officers are uninstructed, are unknown to the Board, and are under no 
control but the periodical visit of an Inspector-general ; and the discipline and repairs are 
very much left to the attention and discretion of the Inspectors-general, which is a most 
unsatisfactory system : the result is, that the system of the bridewells of the county of 
Tipperary forms an exception to the general improvement which has taken place in so 
striking a manner in this branch of prison discipline. A statement has been more than 
once laid before the Board on this important subject, and a detail of the modern system 
of management of the bridewell department furnished Lo them, with the earnest recommen- 
dation of the system. In reporting specially on these prisons, I begin with the one which 
calls more immediately for the attention of the county, viz. that at 

Cahir. 

THIS prison is in a most disgraceful state ; the keeper is wholly unfit for his situation; 
and did not some prospect of improvement present itself, it would soon become the duty 
of the Inspectors-general to urge the abolition of the bridewell, under the 90th section of 
the Prison Act. 

Roscrea. 

THIS prison contains ample accommodation, but requires considerable alterations and 
repairs. I found the rooms and cells clean, but some irregularities ; the yards are in very 
bad order, and poultry kept in them contrary to law. 

Templemore. 

THIS prison contains the legal accommodation, and I found it clean and regular; the 
building is by no means weather-proof, and some considerable alterations and repairs to the 
roof have been estimated for, with a view to making an application to the Grand Jury at 
the next assizes. 

Tipperary. 

I found this prison much improved and well kept ; it is a badly situated bridewell, but 
contains legal accommodation. 

Thurles. 

I found this large prison clean and in good order. 



New Birmingham. 

THIS prison is on a small scale, but contains the prescribed means of separation for 
male and female prisoners ; it was clean and in good order. 
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Cashel. 

THIS prison contains accommodation for two classes of males and one of females ; the 
rooms and cells are kept remarkably clean, but the yards are in bad order. 



Clogheen. 

THIS bridewell is the only prison of this class in this county, built since the intro- 
duction of improved plans, which affords inspection of the prisoners when in the yards. 
I found it in extremely good order and kept in a clean and creditable state. 

Newport. 

I found this small prison clean and regular; it affordsbut two cells, one for males, with 
a fire-place, and one for females. Very few prisoners are committed to it. 

Nenctgh. 

I found this large prison without any alteration since my last Report. It is much to 
be desired that some means should be devised to remedy the serious evil of prisoners com- 
municating with persons in the street, without depriving them of wholesome ventilation. 
The prison was in a regular and clean state on the day of inspection. 

Borrisikane. 

THIS prison is on a very small scale. It contains separate rooms for male and female 
prisoners, with but one yard. It was being painted on the day of inspection, and it was 
difficult to judge of the manner in which it is kept. The keeper appears to be very ill 
qualified for his situation, and deficient in the necessary degree of intelligence. 



County of Waterford Gaol. 

THE two most important parts of prison discipline are the instruction and employment of 
the prisoners ; and as neither the one or the other is provided for in this gaol.it cannot be 
hoped that any one of the benefits with a view to which the provisions of the Act have 
been framed, can result to the inmates from imprisonment therein. In a prison in which 
the inmates are allowed to remain in ignorance and idleness, and in the enjoyment of all that 
provision for their ease and comfort which the enactments of the Legislature secure to 
them, it must necessarily follow that these comforts will be an inducement to crime, and 
that the state of the gaol will give a sanction to that plausible but erroneous opinion too 
commonly held, that the modern system of prison discipline is calculated to increase crime. 
The falsity of this opinion will be obvious to any one who visits those county gaols where 
a day of diligent labour and instruction is followed by a night of solitude ; the latter only 
is afforded in this prison. The prisoners are supplied with every accommodation that the 
law requires, and the attention of the local inspector secures that order and cleanliness 
which are to be seen in the gaol of Waterford, and on which many favourable Reports have 
been made. 

The officers of this prison have so little to do that those employed in the interior regu- 
lations are found sufficient in number; but could an active system be introduced it would be 
found necessary to alter the plan of employinga number of turnkeys exclusively as an armed 
guard. The principle upon which the military have been removed from the county gaols 
is for the purpose of substituting a more effective and sounder system, and to induce the 
governors to rest the safety of their prisoners upon the influence of moral government, and 
not upon armed sentinels. The mode of employing the additional officers, which has 
therefore been approved and almost universally adopted, is to add all the increased strength 
to the interior duties, providing for a night watch by roster of the whole ; and not only is 
such found to be the true ground of safety, but the aid of the additional officers is 
indispensably required to work and carry on the routine in a prison which is a scene of 
industry. ... 

We are encouraged to press these considerations on the Grand Juries in those counties 
in which employment is not introduced into the gaols, by the weight which must be given 
to them in consequence of the Report of the Parliamentary Committee on Secondary 
Punishment, made in the last session, which rests the whole value of such punishments 
on the labour of prisoners, and on the effect of such a system of prison discipline as will 
require the whole atteniion of the several officers. 

1 would again (after the most mature consideration, and after having seen the complete 
success of such an arrangement in Wexford) respectlully urge the appropriation of the 
present house of correction to the female prisoners. 

Bridewells. 

The only bridewell in this county which contains legal accommodation is that at Dun- 
garvon. The prison at Lismore contains but two cells, without any day-room. Bedding 
and food are supplied in both, and. they are conducted with regularity. 
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City of Waterford Gaol. 

South THE observations made upon the county gaol, with respect to the want of employ- 

District. ment for the prisoners, apply to this prison. I found .t very clean and in every respect 

' much improved ; and although the idleness of the inmates is an evil that every exertion 

should be used to remedy, I cannot avoid reporting favourably upon it, and expressing 
much satisfaction at the improvement which has taken place. 

House of Correction and Female City Prison. 

THE same evil, of want of employment on the male side, exists here, and is even 
more objectionable in a professed penitentiary than in any other description of prison. 
In other respects I found the male side of the prison in a very creditable state. 

The inspection of the females was truly satisfactory; they are employed in work and 
washing, and the order and cleanliness of the system is admirable. 1 should recommend 
the erection of a shed or laundry . 

Lunatic Wards, House of Industry. 

THESE wards form part of an extensive and well-conducted public institution ; but the 
want of provision for patients of this description renders it, with respect to them, a deplor- 
able scene of crowding and confusion, peculiarly injurious to lunatics. There are but 
fifteen cells, and the total number of patients confined on the day of inspection, were as 
follows; viz.

A district lunatic asylum being in progress for loo patients, and confined to the county 
and city of Waterford, this evil will be remedied. 

County of Wexford Gaol. 

I found this gaol very much improved, and in a creditable and clean state ; the supplies 
required by the Prison Act are made to the prisoners, who are clothed as far as clothing 
appears to be wanted, but not generally or with uniformity. 1 he prisoners are now 
employed; this is the great disideratum in prison discipline, as without it no good result can 
follow from any system. The females are now confined in the detached building, which 
was intended to be a house of correction, and which forms a complete female prison. 

I found this class in a most gratifying state; the matron is competent to her duty, she is 
assisted by her sister, and the employment and arrangement of the classes are quite satis- 

The attention of the Board of Superintendence is regular and effective ; the point which 
I am most desirous to recommend to their consideration is the manner in which the duties 
of the prison are done by the turnkeys. There is no distribution; the several duties are not 
allotted distinctly, and the consequence is that the system is confused ; it is impossible to 
attach responsibility, and difficult to distinguish good from bad officers. Besides the 
governor and his deputy, there are five turnkeys and a schoolmaster; there are but three 
criminal male classes, and yet I found the interior management of the three classes com- 
mitted to one turnkey, and even that one turnkey changed every day. During my inspec- 
tion the following distribution was fixed upon, with the approbation of the members of the 
Board who attended, viz. 

x turnkey to debtors and outside gate, 
l ditto to felons untried. 

I ditto to ditto tried, 

l ditto to misdemeanants tried, 

l ditto to - ditto - untried. 

The duties of hatch and tread wheel to be taken by roster; each officer to be exclusive y 
confined to his own class, and to be responsible for it, even when appointed to supermten 
the tread-wheel. This system will soon prove the efficiency or inefficiency of each turnkey , 
and it will be found that the withdrawal from a bad officer of the cloak which a confuse 
system affords, will urge the county to remove those whose incompetency must, under such 
an arrangement, be found too injurious to be continued. 

House of Industry, Lunatic Wards. 

I found this department very clean and creditable to the institution to which it is 
attached, and to the keeper, who has been appointed since my last inspection. It iow 
ever affords no substitute for the advantages of a district lunatic asylum ; and as 
asylum at Carlow is now prepared to receive the proportion of lunatics from each, coun y 
within its district, I have directed the names of the proper objects to be transmitted 101 
Wexford for admission. 
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Bridewells. 

I HAVE been much gratified by inspecting the bridewells of this county at Gorey, Ennis- South 
corthy and New Ross. It has been stated by us in so many Reports as scarcely to need _ District. 
repetition, that success in the management of these prisons entirely depends upon their v 

being taken effectively under the Board of Superintendence of the county, a principle 
which receives confirmation from the state of these prisons in the county of Wexford ; 
they were for some years left without the advantage of that control, and (with the excep- 
tion of the bridewell at Gorey) were reported by us to be in a most discreditable state, 
whereas, since the Board have extended their care to the bridewells, we are enabled to 
report favourably of them all. 

Gorey Bridewell. 

THIS small prison continues to kept in the same clean and regular state in which I have 
always found it, and which reflects much credit on the keeper and on all persons connected 
with it. 

JEnniscorthy Bridewell. 

I WAS gratified in finding this prison very much improved ; it is, however, by no means 
on a par with the prison at Gorey. Rooms for the keeper have been built since my last in- 
spection, and I have suggested an improvement in the plan in consequence of it. 

New Ross Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell is on a much larger scale than those at Gorey and Enniscorthy ; I found 
it in a very clean and orderly state. 

County of Wicklow Gaol. 

Although the gaol at Wicklow is in a clean and orderly state, and all those accommo- 
dations and supplies which the law requires (with the exception of legal classification) are 
afforded, it is a prison which, in the present improved state of the department, and particu- 
larly in reference to the employment of the prisoners, does not keep pace with those of other 
counties. It therefore must be considered as a gaol in which imprisonment cannot produce 
any good effect upon the minds and future lives of its inmates, and in which the principal 
objects of the Legislature are lost. I cannot so clearly show how little has been done in 
the last year as by copying the words of the Report for 1831, precisely applicable to the 
state of the gaol on my inspection for 1832 ; and I am sorry to remind the Grand Jury, 
that it will be seen by our early Reports that Wicklow gaol was one of a few in which pri- 
soners were profitably employed, and which at present presents one of the few instances 
of the contrary. . , 

“ Ko alteration has taken place in this small prison since my last inspection of it, the ac- 
commodation is limited, but the number of committals being few, there is provision made 
for separate sleeping cells for the average number of prisoners. The principal defects in 
the classification of prisoners are, that the master debtors are not separated from the poor 
class, and the misdemeanants, tried and untried, are placed together. 

“ The system is defective in the material object of giving general employment to the pri- 
soners, under the 104th section of the Prison Act ; some discouraging circumstances exist in 
respect to the adoption of the most common branch of prison labour, the breaking and 
pounding of stones, the former for the repair of roads, the latter for manure ; at present., 
however, it would be important to carry on that work even to such an extent as to provide 
good flooring to the yards and insulating passage of the gaol. 

“ The discontinuance of net-making is to be regretted ; it appeared to succeed well in this 
prison, and the reasons assigned to me for its discontinuance are not satisfactory : they are 
two first, that danger is apprehended of the materials being converted to improper uses, parti- 
cularly to aid escapes; this apprehension (if not groundless) is not very creditable to the state 
of discipline of the establishment, or to the vigilance and activity of the officers. The second 
reason assigned is, that the small number of turnkeys does not afford the necessary means 
of superintendence of general industry in the several classes. This reason is well-grounded: 
the number of turnkeys appointed bears no proportion to the officers in other gaols, and 
it would be essential to an approved and really valuable system of prison discipline that 
two additional officers, at least, should be appointed. The salary might (as in several new 
county gaols) be fixed so low as 20/. a year, the lower class of turnkeys having a prospect 
held out to them of succeeding to the higher scale of salaries as vacancies may occur. Un- 
less such an arrangement is made, the gaol must remain a scene of total idleness, except m 
the case of a few persons upon the tread-wheel under a sentence to hard labour. I he tread- 
wheel is conducted with regularity, but on the day of inspection but three prisoners were 
subject to hard labour. r . . 

“ The female class is well attended to and employed ; and the general system of clothing 
extended to all the women and to the tried criminal class is very satisfactory ; on the whole, 
the state of the gaol is creditable to the officers, and if a course of general industry shall 
be established, the system will be much to be approved. 

“ The messes are served with much order and regularity.”

District. . their regular inspections and control over this small prison, and consequently it is managed 

; — •/ w ith much care, and no abuse can exist. There is sufficient room for the average num-> 

ber of prisoners. There is some classification, a small tread-wheel, and a school for the 
female class. The pauper prisoners are fed and clothed, and the interior economy of the 
prison attended to. There are four yards, four day-rooms and 10 cells, with an hospital 
and keeper’s apartments. . . . 

The entire prison requires painting and whitewashing, and it the windows that overlook 
the street could be closed, and some of the double cells divided, so as to prevent inter- 
course amongst the prisoners, even at night, this bridewell would exhibit a sound system, 
of prison discipline.

County of Armagh Gaol. 

ON a reference to our Reports to the Grand Jury for several years, l feel it an unpleasant,, 
though imperative duty, to again bring before the county the sad deficiency of accommo- 
dation in their county gaol. There are but thirty-two cells for a daily average of one 
hundred and thirteen, prisoners : there are not sufficient day-rooms for classification, and 
there 'ale no work-rooms. This is in direct violation of the Gaol Act, by mixing the classes, 
and a solitary instance in Ireland of so extensive a deficiency. Independent of the legal 
enactments on these points, if the punishment and suppression of crime is an object 
worthy of serious consideration in every country, it must be obvious, that free communi- 
cations amongst the prisoners by day, and several being confined in the same cell at 
night, is not calculated to obtain those salutary ends ; on the contrary, it must perpetuate 
crime, and send prisoners out of gaol, after a supposed punishment, much worse than they 
entered it, from the association of the depraved with the better disposed by day and 
night. Much more might be said on the practical evils arising from such a system, but 
I trust it is unnecessary, and that the Grand Jury will provide against them by an addition 
of at least fifty cells, with some day and work-rooms and yards. In every other county 
gaol large expenditures have been made to give the necessary accommodation. 

In reporting on the present state of this gaol, it is right to state, that great efforts are 
made by the officers of the prison to lessen the evils arising from the above defects, and 
especially by the local inspector, who is constant and zealous in his exertions to preserve 
discipline and good order. The prison was remarkably clean, though so crowded. There 
is a good tread-wheel. Some of the prisoners are employed at stone-breaking, and 
additional rooms are building for debtors and the hospital. The female department is well 
regulated under an attentive matron, and some ladies in the neighbourhood continue their 
benevolent visits to this class of prisoners. 

The chief defects in Armagh gaol arise from the want of accommodation to classify and 
separate the prisoners by day and night, as already stated. There is no school for male 
prisoners, as required by law, and there is no gaol dress for males or females. The wooden 
bedsteads should be replaced by metal ones. 

A laundry is required for the female department, and, if possible, some profits should be 
(secured for the county and the prisoners, by the work and stone-breaking. 

The hospital department is well arranged, and attended by the infirmary surgeon. 

Bridewell at Ballibot, ( Newry.) 

THIS Bridewell is under the session-house, and is confined in accommodation. There 
are only two sleeping-cells and two day-rooms. The two yards are used as a garden by 
the keeper, and it is not kept as clean as it should be. The pauper prisoners are fed, and 
the returns attended to. 

Market Hill Bridewell. 

THIS small Bridewell is under repair. It only contains room to separate the sexes, and 
is not kept as clean as it should. In other respects the regulations are attended to. 

Lurgun. 

THIS new Bridewell is kept remarkably neat and clean by a highly qualified keeper, 
It is an example for the other small prisons of the county. It contains two day-rooms, 
two yards and five cells, and the regulations are attended to in every particular. 

District lunatic Asylum at Armagh. 

IT is always a gratifying part of our duty to inspect the provincial lunatic asylums. 
Five have now been established in Ireland. I have seen them all lately, and they are 
equally well managed, and rerharkable for cleanliness, good order, economy, and the 
successful treatment of the disease. Armagh was the first occupied, and Mr. and Mrs.

District. 
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Jackson continue their zealous and intelligent care of the inmates, who are clothed, led 
and employed, as well as kindly and morally treated, and the usual results have followed 
this year in the recovery and convalescence of many patients, establishing the usefulness' 
and importance of these institutions. The average cost of clothing for each patient is 1 l. 
per annum, and for diet per day only 4 \ d. The employments consist oi weaving, garden 
and field labour, tailor’s work, spinning, knitting, sewing, &c. Mr. Jackson has tried 
stone-breaking for a few this year, and found it to answer. The asylum is built to accom- 
modate 100 patients, and had that number on the day of inspection ; and there were only 
four under some slight restraint. Thirty-five inmates were discharged, recovered within 
the last year. The district consists of Armagh, Monaghan, Fermanagh and Cavan counties. 
The medical officer, Dr. Kidd, co-operates with the manager in forwarding the great 
objects of the institution, and the Board of Directors continue their kind and benevolent 
services to control the management and expenditure. 

Private Lunatic Asylum near Armagh. 

Mr. Allen conducts a small asylum for profit near Loughall. lie has a few patients, 
and is at present increasing the buildings and improving the ground. He appears well 
qualified to manage such a place, is kind to his patients, and no abuse exists. 

County of Antrim Gaol. 

THE County of Antrim gaol at Carrickfergus does not contain the necessary accommo- 
dation in day-rooms, cells or yards, to carry on any system of prison discipline or employ- 
ment and therefore this gaol is not a subject for a Report, further than to repeat the 
annual statement, that the law is not, and cannot be, enforced in it, with respect to classifi- 
cation, employment, hard labour, separate cells for each prisoner at night, or non-inter- 
course; in all of which things prison discipline consists, and from which alone can the 
suppression of crime be expected, by the punishment or reformation of the offender. 

There are onlv 50 cells for a daily average of 168 prisoners, and on one day there were 
o8q persons confined ; the tried and untried, the felon and minor offender, necessarily 
mixed together, and contaminating each other. Surely a remedy should be applied to 
such evils. Should it be decided not to erect a new prison for the county, I submit, that 
a very small addition to the county gaol, and an extensive one to the house of correction 
at Belfast, would provide for the crime of the county ; and as employment is easily 
procured at Belfast, I would suggest the latter arrangement for the favourable considera- 
tion of the Grand Jury. „ . . 

The gaol is kept remarkably clean, and the peaceable demeanour of the prisoners, in so 
crowded a state, is highly creditable to the governor and local inspector. The defects 
are beyond their control, but whatever can be effected by the zealous attention of every 
officer belonging to the establishment is complied with. There is a good school, and the 
female class fs attended to by a qualified matron. But there is no tread-wheel to execute 
the sentence to hard labour. 



BrideiveU at Ballymoney. 

THIS small prison is supplied with the legal accommodation and furniture. The pauper 
prisoners are fed, and the sexes separated in day-rooms and cells. There are two day- 
rooms, seven cells and two yards. It was not kept as clean as I expected to find it from 
Iasi year’s Report. 

Ballymena. 

THIS bridewell is also lately built, and has every accommodation required by law in 
these minor prisons. There are two day-rooms, two yards and eight cells, with a supply 
of water. I found the keeper had occupied two of the cells lor his own purposes, which 
is illegal, and opens a door for further abuse. He promised to restore them to their 
legitimate purpose, and I trust it will not again be permitted. 

Antrim. 

THERE are only two cells in this place of confinement under the market-house. 
There are neither yards, day-rooms, pumps nor privies, consequently it is an illegal bride- 
well, and should be abandoned ; a new one should by law be erected in this sessions town. 
The keeper is attentive to his duty. 

District Lunatic Asylum at Belfast. 

THE number of patients admitted into this asylum the last year has far exceeded what 
it was oricnnally intended to contain, occasioned by the anxiety of the Bonrd of Governors 
to give accommodation to every recent case, and thus prevent the evil consequences 
arising from delay and mismanagement of friends at home. This crowded state would 
amply account for any deficiency in good order and cleanliness; but no such excuse was 
necessary; nothing could exceed the high state of system ancl regularity that prevails 111 
the entile institution, and the results of Mr. and Mrs. Cummins’s zeal and intelligence ,n 
the execution of their duty has been the recovery within the last yeui of 50 patients ayt 
67. E * 0t 
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of 12Q that were inmates on tlie 1st of September 1831. There remained in the asylum 
on the day of my inspection 1 22 patients, which exceeds the proper number by 22 ; bat 
the manager expects the recent oases will decrease by the early attention generally paid 
to them bv removal to this institution, instead of the disease becoming confirmed by 
neglect ' otherwise it will become necessary to add a wing to each asylum for incurables. 

The arrangements for classification, employment and economy are admirable ; and the 
benevolent and kind treatment exercised by the officers and servants towards the patients, 
was evinced by the almost total absence of restraint, the cheerful acquiescence 111 being 
employed, and the contented appearance of every individual. 

An abundant supply of water has been procured since last inspection, and the ground 
attached has been drained and become productive: all the linen and cloth used in the 
institution has been spun and woven by the inmates, and 103 patients out of the 122 are 
generally employed, which is of vital importance in promoting recovery. Gardening, field 
labour, making walks and weaving are the chief occupation for male patients. 

The sick are attended to with much zeal by the medical officer ; and the Board of Di- 
rectors are unremitting in their benevolent care of the interests of the establishment. 

Some cases of cholbra occured among! the patients, (probably arising from its crowded 
state,) out of which 1 1 died and 26 recovered ; it has now disappeared. 



Belfast House of Correction. 

I SOUND on my inspection this year the usual industry, cleanliness and good order pre- 
vailing in the Belfast house of correction ; and so far as the accommodation will permit, 
every attention is paid by the governor and all the officers to the discip me and economy 
of the establishment ; every prisoner is employed ; there is a good school , the diet is good 
and well regulated ; the sick are attended to ; the accounts of the prison are well kept; 
and the female class is under the care of a qualified matron. Haying stated those facts, 
no blame can attach to the working officers of this prison. But it is my duty to report to 
the Grand Jury the total want of sufficient accommodation in the gaols of the county 
Antrim, and especially in Belfast. . , , 

There are but 36 cells for an average of 62 prisoners, and at one period there were 90 persons 
confined in the bouse of correction ; consequently two or three must sleep in each cell, 
contrary to law, and prejudicial to moral habits and good government. By such a system, 
every sound impression made by a day of labour and instruction must be removed by a 
night spent in social intercourse and evil associations. 1 here is also no room for classifi- 
cation in this prison, in yards or day-rooms, and there is no proper hospital A better 
supply of water is also required, which the governor states could be procured by pipes at 
a small expense; and as a net profit of 226/. appears credited to the county for work, 
such a necessary supply can be granted without expense. . . 

I understand it is in the contemplation of the Grand Jury to erect another small bride- 
well in Belfast on another site. 1 would urge on them the consideration of this subject, 
before they add to the number of the county prisons, without removing the evils ot those 
which exist. It will only add the expense of another set of officers, without equiya.ent 
accommodation. I would recommend that the money proposed for this new bridewell 
should be expended in giving 49 cells and two day- rooms to the house of correction, 
which would enable the officers to carry on a sound system of discipline instead ot a detec- 
tive one, and would have a greater tendency to punish and lessen crime than any addi- 
tional number of small prisons could produce. If 4,000/. were expended on the present 
house of correction, it would rank amongst the best gaols in the kingdom, and save much 
expenditure in the county gaol. 



County of Cavan Gaol. 

THE county of Cavan gaol has been gradually improving for some years, and the libe- 
rality of the Grand Jury in creating an addition to the old prison, has enabled the Koaui 
to adopt most of the principles of the modern system of prison discipline ; but the want or 
a more minute classification of crime (there being only five male classes) still retaids the 
total prevention of intercourse amongst the depraved inmates, which is the ^round-woiK 0 
a moral government. This evil can only be remedied by accommodation being pioyidea 
in proportion to crime; which I regret to say is not the case in most gaols, and without 
which the best officers cannot carry on a perfect system. Cavan gaol, in common vvitn 
many other prisons, has adopted the best principles of discipline, and it possesses tne 
great advantage of a Board of Superintendence that takes great interest in all the regula- 
tions and interior economy. 

There is employment for every prisoner, and they are all clothed in a prison dress ; there 
is a good school 'and tread-mill. The female department is particularly well “? nn 8J“» 
under the care of a well qualified matron. There is a good steam kitchen for cooking we 
food, and the prison is kept clean and orderly. The local inspector continues , 1|1S zedl . • 
care of all the interior arrangement and accounts, and the officers are attentive to in 
various duties. I suggested a better arrangement of the tread-wheel labour and tne *u - 
keys’ duties; and I consider an additional turnkey is required. There should be n ° c !a P 
to prisoners for the copy of committals beyond the mere paper and writing, to which 
governor at once acceded. , j wou jj 
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T would submit to the Board and Grand Jury the necessity of erecting sheds in the 
vards to break stones under in bad weather, with some stores, and it possible to provide 1 
some place for lunatics, as they invariably disturb the discipline of a prison. 

Bridewells have been built at Cootshill and Ballyconnal, but there are not yet in opera- 
tion. Steady and qualified keepers should be appointed, and furniture provided. 

County Donegal Gaol at Lifford. 

SINCE the period that the new prison has been in operation it has always given us plea- 
sure to inspect it. The old gaol was among one of the worst in the kingdom as to accom- 
modation and discipline ; but afterwards it was the first to admit in principle, and manifest 
in practice, the modern system of prison discipline. The working officers m Lifford gaol 
and the county gentlemen will be gratified to learn that the example has been followed by 
manv of the northern prisons, and that doubtless the excellent system established here has 
been a stimulus to others. The state of Lifford gaol is particularly creditable, as it labours 
under difficulties which do not apply in many other places, viz. the want ot ample accom- 
modation for classification, and the difficulty at this side of the county to procure a suffi- 
cient number of Grand Jurors or Magistrates to form the regularly attendingBoard ot Super- 
intendence, whose testimony and recommendation, from their personal inspection, would 
influence the Grand Jury to provide for such things as were necessary to enable the officers 
to carry on the system. The neighbouring members of the Board attend regularly. 

The discipline and arrangements are highly creditable to the Board, local inspector, and 
governor. There is constant employment for every prisoner fed by the county, and every 
exertion made to render it profitable to the county. 

There is an excellent school. 

A good code of by-laws are printed, and the arrangements for the routine of all duties 
so regulated, that it is scarcely possible to neglect it without discovery and punishment. 

The important point of electing qualified turnkeys to execute these duties, has been 
attended to ; and experience has manifested the benefit of the removal of a guaid of 

80 The remarkable cleanliness and neatness of the entire establishment proves at once, to 
a casual visitor even, the order that prevails. . . 

The female prisoners are divided into classes, employment provided, with school instruc- 
tion, and the whole under the care of a qualified matron.

There is a separate cell for the average number of prisoners at night. 

I have onlv now to submit, for the consideration of the Grand Jury, what is necessary to 
be provided for, to enable the officers to complete the efficiency of this gaol, and give them 
enual advantages with other prisons. . . . . c 

q Some additional day- rooms and yards are required to give minute classification, asn 
some cases the tried and untried are at present together in one class, and the debtors have 
only one yard. A prison dress is much wanted. 

A good general cooking kitchen should be elected. 

There is no tread-mill.

County of Down Gaol. 

THIS extensive new county gaol is finished and occupied. We have for some J e ^ rs 
67. E 3 
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and a governor, to superintend the whole, of whose zeal, intelligence, and qualifications 
for the office in all its details I cannot speak too highly. The arrangements he has made, 
v . in so short a period, to promote all the higher objects of prison discipline, without neg- 
lecting the minor details, so necessary to order and regularity, at once bespeak him as 
a person peculiarly suitable for the office. It may be well to state the general system 
pursued, to satisfy the county that the expenditure on this public establishment has not 
been useless. . 

There are seven male classes and four female, exclusive of debtors, thus providing for 
a separation of the different grades of crime, in day-rooms, work-rooms, and yards. 

There are 216 separate cells, giving ample room for one to each prisoner at night, and 
no instance is permitted of more than one sleeping in the same cell ; this acts as a rational 
punishment, prevents evil communication, and gives occasion for reflection. 

There are 26 work-rooms, and every prisoner is employed at some work ; many of them 
alone, when the governor thinks it useful, at weaving and various trades ; others are 
breaking stones in small gangs, under the constant eye of a turnkey, who admits of no 
conversation or intercourse except on duty. 

There a good tread-wheel to execute the sentence to hard labour, and no intercourse is 
permitted amongst the prisoners at this employment. 

There is an excellent school established, and all have opportunities of instruction. 

The female classes are under the superintendence of two matrons, and are employed and 
instructed under good regulations. The criminals are clothed, and their own dresses pre- 
served in a store. 

The diet is dressed by a steam apparatus, and the arrangements for the meals at slated 
hours are regular ; silence and good order prevails. 

There are separate hospitals for the sexes, kept in admirable order. 

The system of books and accounts is worthy of example, especially the work ledger; 
and the by-laws were proposed for printing at my inspection. 

The governor is in the habit of frequently visiting, individually, the prisoners, inquiring 
into their state of mind and various cases, and thus aiding the chaplains in their important 
duty ; indeed, all the officers appeared to me intelligent and zealous in their various duties. 

There is a governor, deputy-governor, and 10 turnkeys, exclusive of the matrons and 
schoolmaster ; and with this aid there is found no occasion for guards. 

I suggested some minor improvements in detail to the governor, which it is unnecessary 
to mention in a Report ; and I shall only add, that I consider it a certain result of this 
system that crime will be diminished in this county, and many prisoners will be returned 
to society reformed characters. 

The governor’s apartments are very inferior in size and number to most other gaols in 
Ireland. 

Newry Bridewell. 

TH IS is the only bridewell in the county Down. It was the old custom-house, and, 
though sufficiently large, has never had the alterations made necessary to convert it into 
a prison. There are two day-rooms and four large sleeping-rooms, two yards, and keepers’ 
apartments. It is not kept as clean as it should be, and the yards are used by the keeper 
.for his own purposes. The necessary supplies are furnished and the returns made. 

Downpatrick Private Asylum for Lunatics. 

THIS asylum, heretofore kept in the town, has been abandoned, and Dr. Macoubrec 
keeps a similar one near Downpatrick ; I visited it, and found the few inmates well 
attended to, and under no undue restraint ; it is much better situated for the care and 
comfort of the patients than the former place. 

County of Fermanagh Gaol. 

THE gradual improvement of the county of Fermanagh gaol at Enniskillen, for the last 
three years, is very gratifying, and so far as the accommodation admits, all the late im- 
provements in other gaols have been adopted here. The prisoners are all employed at 
stone-breaking ; there is a good school, and the diet is economically managed in a general 
cooking kitchen. 

The tried prisoners are clothed in a prison dress, and the females, though all in one class, 
are attended to by a matron, clothed and employed; and there is a good tread-mill. These 
things are all subjects of interest and approbation, and it is but justice to add, that the 
local inspector and governor are attentive and zealous in their respective duties, and 
anxious that the county gaol should not be inferior to others. 

The hospital is economically and well managed by the surgeon, and the chaplains attend 
to their duty. Having said thus much, l must also report, that unless additional accom- 
modation for classification and sleeping cells is added, it will not be practicable for the 
officers to carry on anything like a perfect system of discipline, such as is calculated to 
prevent the repetition of crime. 

There are but 36 cells for an average number of 70 confined, which obliges the governor 
to place more than one in a cell, and they consequently spend the night in evil inter- 

lliere are but four classes, which are by no means sufficient to prevent numbers from 

congregating together, to the manifest injury of discipline. ' 
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There are no solitary cells. North 

There is no chapel. District. 

The one-third of the profits of work is not at present paid to the prisoners on leaving gaol. > v 

There are no rooms for labour nor sheds in the yards for stone-breaking. 

In consequence of the apprehension of cholera, the county infirmary patients were 
removed into the gaol, to allocate that building for a cholera hospital, which necessarily 
created great temporary inconvenience and injury to discipline. Under such a difficulty, 
unprecedented in any other goal) the arrangements made by the surgeon and local officers 
were very creditable to them. 



Newtown Butler Bridewell. 

THIS small sessions town prison is kept remarkably clean ; the pauper prisoners are 
fed, and the returns regularly attended to. A prisoner escaped lately, on account of the 
sessions-house being occupied by the Engineer department, and a window being left open 
by them. 

County of Kildare Gaol at Athy and Naas. 

THE new prison at Athy continues to be conducted in a very creditable manner, and 
the principles of a sound system of prison discipline are attended to, viz. classification 
and employment, with school instruction, and a separate cell for each criminal at night. 
The prisoners are clothed in a prison-dress ; the food is economically provided for, and 
served with order ; the books and accounts are well kept. 

The female prisoners are taken care of by the governor’s wife, and the officers are 
attentive to their various duties. 

The local inspector continues a zealous care over the interior economy and general 
management, and the Board continue their visits to control and direct the system. 

There are not many prisoners confined in this gaol; but should there be occasion, 
I doubt not but the arrangements will be creditable to the officers. 

The prison contains six day-rooms, six yards, thirty-two cells, three solitary cells, two 
rooms for an hospital, one chapel, and governor’s apartments. There is no tread-wheel. 

The new gaol at Naas is ready for occupation, and cannot be reported on till it is 
occupied. 



County of Leitrim Gaol, Carrick-on-Shannon. 

THE former deficiencies in this gaol, viz. the want of employment for every prisoner, 
and regularity in the cooking and hours for meals, have been removed ; and the general 
cleanliness, order, work and schooling are highly creditable to the local inspector and 
working officers of the prison. The female department is conducted under a qualified 
matron? There is a good tread-mill to execute the sentence to hard labour ; and except 
in cases of great crowding, each prisoner sleeps alone in a cell. These are the great 
features of a sound system, and, if persevered in steadily, must produce the best 
results However, permanent stone-breaking cannot in wet weather be carried on without 
sheds in the vards ; and the highest moral objects of prison discipline cannot be secured 
without constant inspection, so as to prevent the probability of evil communication 
amongst the inmates. There are not sufficient turnkeys to gain this end at present and 
l would submit that one should be allowed to each class of criminals, whose duty should 
be to remain with them from rising to lock-up, and to preserve a general sdenoe except on 
matters of duty, and to forward by every means in his power moral feelings in those under 
his care • this, with minute classification, and the aid of zealous ohaplams, would perfect 
a system which must send criminals out of gaol improved in their habits, if not reformed, 
and in any case they cannot leave prison corrupted, which lias often occuived 

A laundry is much wanted, and some provision made for lunatics and idiots, who are 
now most injurious to discipline and order. Some prison-dresses are also wanted, and, 
if possible, an arrangement made by which some trifling profit would arise from stone- 
breaking. The by-llws should be printed ; and if the Board of Superintendence could 
make it convenient to meet oftener, it would encourage the officers to proceed steadily, 

“Umaccount bo’oks “returns are well kept, and the hospital department is remarkably 
well attended to. 

Manor Hamilton Bridewell. 

THIS small bridewell has the legal accommodation and furniture, and the pauper 
prisoners are fed, and the returns regularly made. 

County of Londondeny Gaol. 

THE continued superintendence of the active and intelligent Board of Superabundance 
of this county lias secured to the gaol all the advantages such a Board is calculated to 
give • the prison consequently exhibits a system of discipline and good ordel, which leaves 
^inspector 'nothing toAo bid record his approbation, for the .reformation of Government 
and the Grand Jury. It is necessary, however, for example sake, to state generally the 
system pursued, and to bear testimony to the efficiency of all the officers in their several 

departments. There

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There are ten classes fur male prisoners, and four for females. 

Every prisoner fed by the county is employed at work constantly, and considerable 
profit arises; but the Board are so satisfied of the benefit of employment, they would 
nersist in it, even if no profit were made. , . , , . 

There is an excellent well-arranged school, and the classes are instructed alternately. 
Every prisoner is clothed in a coarse prison-dress, producing cleanliness and security. 

There are sufficient cells to give each criminal one at night, providing for reflection and 
rational punishment. There are 116 single cells and 13 solitary cells. 

A turnkey is allowed for each class, to preserve silence and industry. 

The food is cooked in a public kitchen, and served with order at stated hours. 

There is a good code of by-laws printed for the use of all officers. 

The books and accounts are kept in the best manner, and the punishments recorded. 

The Board meets each fortnight to inspect and investigate all matters connected with 

the discipline and wants of the prison. . .... 

The female department is divided into four classes, in a separate building, and have 
constant work, under the superintendence of a qualified matron. 

There is a separate hospital accommodation lor the sexes, and the medical department 
is economically and carefully attended to. , . 

If a more perfect system of non-intercourse of any kind could be secured amongst the 
prisoners, and that every officer and turnkey could be engaged to exercise a moral influ- 
ence over the minds of those under their care, by good advice and moral instruction, 
I should say that the gaol of Derry is happily circumstanced, from the great accommodation 
it affords, to give a fair trial to the modern system of managing a prison ; but the latter 
suggestion, if not already provided lor, can only be obtained by a careful selection of 
officers and turnkeys, and would depend on their zeal and tact for a duty which 110 legal 
enactment could enforce, but which could be much aided by the chaplains, had they leisure 
to attend oftener than the law requires. 

There is no tread-mill. 

Coleraine Bridewell. 



THE corporation prison in this town remains in its dilapidated, unfurnished and illegal 
state, and will necessarily be abolished as soon as the new bridewell, presented for by the 
county, is finished. 

Magherafelt Brideiuell. 

IN this small prison there is no residence for the keeper, and there is not legal accom- 
modation. It is insecure and unsuitable as a quarter-sessions bridewell in every particular, 
and has not even sufficient furniture or blankets, and no pump. 



Newtown Limivady Bridewell. 

THIS is a very small prison, under the court-house. The sexes are separated, and there 
are two small yards. It is, however, near the county gaol, and answers the purpose of 
safe-keeping for a day previous to transmission there. 



District Lunatic Asylum at Londonderry. 

THIS provincial asylum maintains its rank amongst those already established in Ireland 
for neatness, good order and economy, and manifests the success that has mvanab y 0- 
lowed the humane and wise treatment pursued by Mr. Cluff and the matron. 

The asylum can contain 150 patients ; and there were, on the day of inspection, 42 males 
and 54 females employed at work, and not one under any restraint. 

There were 41 patients recovered in the last year. ... ... 111 

The number of incurable cases remaining in the institution is an evil it would be very 
desirable to get rid of, as they^occupy the room, and prevent the admission of lecent cases, 
where most hope exists of recovery ; and this (should the malady be on the inciease) wou 
finally close these asylums against curables, and some remedy must soon be applied. j® 
intelligent medical officer of this institution in Derry suggests a provincial asylum siou c 
be erected for incurables only, and states the vast numbers still unprovided for as an unan- 
swerable reason. This, or some addition to the present buildings, must be resorted to. 

The employment provided consists of garden labour, mat-making, weaving, tailoring, 
shoe-making and carpenter’s work, for males ; and needle-work, quilting, knitting, spinning 
and the laundry, for females. . . , 

The clothing is all made in the asylum, and large quantities of shirting, sheeting 
stockings, manufactured from the raw material. The counties of Derry, Douega ail 
Tyrone are included in this institution. 

County of Longford Gaol. 

Longford county "gaol, I regret to say, is not improving. The Grand Jury have _pio 
vided the necessary means for executing the sentence of the law, and preventing 1 10 
abuses which formerly existed in this and all the old prisons, and consequently a P 
pearance of cruelty to the inmates has ceased here, as in every Irish gaol, as it resp 
the use of irons, dungeons or other illegal severity. But this falls far short of the 0 * 1 ® _ 
contemplated by the Legislature, in providing for extensive accommodation and classl t | cj 1 n . 
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,, | „ i t W as to be expected that a moral discipline would follow which would secure 
imnrovement if not reformation amongst the inmates, and in all cases a conviction on the 
minds of prisoners that the county gaol was not a place where comfort, idleness and free 
intercourse were to unite in making their sentence as pleasing as possible to them. It 
would be impossible in a Report of this kind to detail the various duties that fall upon the 
working officers of a prison. There is no difficulty in obtaining the information, if desired, 
and indeed no officer should be appointed till he has qualified himself by visiting the best 
craols and proving that he fully understands and takes an interest in his duty. I he work- 
ing officers of this prison either do not know their duty, or disqualify themselves from 
nerforming it. This is not unknown to many of the Grand Jury and Board, with whom 
I have conversed, and I would submit to their favourable consideration an examination 
into the subject, and a correction of the evils that exist, by enforcing the steady and per- 
manent example of some of the best regulated gaols of the district, such as Down, Derry, 
Lifford or Omagh. 

I beo- now to state what I consider necessary for the Grand Jury to provide for, inde- 
pendent of the zeal, energy and qualifications of resident officers, without which nothing 
can succeed. 

1 . Employment for every prisoner fed by the county at stone-breaking or some trade. 

2. A well regulated school, which does not exist under the present master. 

3. A good code of by-laws. 

4 A regular meeting of the Board of Superintendence to enforce obedience to the Act 
of Parliament and by-laws, and recommend presentments to the Grand Jury. 

c A system of continual inspection by the governor and his assistants, so regulated as 
to preclude the possibility of escapes or intercourse amongst the prisoners which, with a 
single cell at night for each person, would alone secure order, safety and discipline The 
late" escape in September could alone be attributed to neglect, and the officer guilty should 
be removed: any escape is highly discreditable to a governor, and, generally speaking, 
proves him negligent and unqualified. 

6. A prison-dress for males and females should be provided, at least for tried 
as a matter of justice as well as order and security, and a supply of blankets and tickens 
are much wanted ; many prisoners were nearly naked. 

e A better classification is required for the female prisoners. 

■ S. The yards and passages require gravel, which could be done by the prisoners pound- 
ing stone very small. 

o. The gaol books and accounts are deficient, and a supply of them is necessary; and 

the quantity of broken windows is quite discreditable. 

The hospital department is remarkably clean and well attended to ; and from the number 
of The 33 the chaplains, I have no reason to doubt their sea ous performance 
of duty, which, however, must be much restricted in its good effects by the want of order, 
employment and discipline, obvious in tile prison. 

There is a good tread-mill, and occasionally some stone-breaking.

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additions to a gaol, but I feel I should be abandoning my duty if I neglected to state, that 
if prison discipline, and the general treatment of criminals is to be looked to as one of the 
instruments of suppressing crime by punishment, or of securing reformation, it can only be 
effected by efficient officers being provided with ample means and accommodation. 

The tread-wheel is a very inferior one, and constantly out of order, and the hard-labour 
prisoners are not kept on it the usual number of hours. The other prisoners are mostly 

The^gaol school is well arranged and attended to, and the female class is well conducted 
under the care of a qualified matron, who provides them with work and instructs them in 
reading. The accommodation is, however, very confined. 

The sewers require to be opened and widened, especially the one leading from the hos- 
pital ; and the chapel is not sufficiently divided. 

The officers are attentive to their duty, and the local inspector is a zealous and intelli- 
gent public officer. 

Bridewell at Ardce. 

THIS is the only bridewell in the county ; it is kept in the best possible order ; it con- 
tains two day-rooms, two yards and seven cells, with a separation for the sexes, and is 
complete in the legal furniture. 

The returns are accurately kept, and the pauper prisoners fed. The keeper deserves 
great credit, and his little prison is an example to others, and inferior to none in the 
kingdom. 

Town of Drogheda Gaol. 

THE accommodation in this prison provides classification in day-rooms and cells for the 
average number of prisoners, viz. 12, and there is employment for the male prisoners by 
breaking stones for the public roads. The officers are attentive to the duty required from 
them by the local authorities, and the criminals are furnished with all that the law requires 
as to fuel and food ; but there is no tread-wheel to execute the sentence to hard labour, 
and there is no school for males or females, consequently, there are no means, either by 
punishment or moral instruction, to procure much expectation of improvement amongst 
the inmates, except from the occasional visits and exhortations of the chaplains. However 
small a prison may be, or how few soever may be the number usually confined, it should 
exhibit in miniature the same system pursued in the largest and best regulated establish- 
ments. It shold hold out terror to the evil-doer by the strictness of its discipline, and at 
the same time every just encouragement, from instruction and example, to those who were 
disposed to abandon an evil course. 

I would therefore recommend that a tread-mill (which on a small scale would not cost 
more than 110/.) should be erected, and that one of the turnkeys should be required to 
instruct the prisoners in reading and writing, and that no intercourse should be permitted 
amongst them ; this can only be secured by constant inspection by day, and a single cell 
at night. 

In other respects the gaol is kept remarkably clean and regular. Some clothing is much 
wanted, aud a matron should be appointed to attend to the female class. 



County Meath Gaol. 

THE new gaol is almost finished, arid will be ready for occupation at the next assizes. 
It provides all the necessary accommodation to carry on the best system of prison dis- 
cipline, and it is therefore unnecessary to detail, as hitherto, the manifest defects in the 
old gaol. It is utterly impossible for the best officers to effect more discipline than at 
present exists with such materials; and I think the state of cleanliness and order that is 
preserved, under such circumstances, reflects great credit on the governor and his officers. 

The local inspector continues his zealous care over the economy and general manage- 
ment, and his intelligence on prison subjects will be very valuable to the county in occu- 
pying the new gaol. 

Some criminals are employed at stone-breaking, and there is a tread-mill ; but the 
male school is only carried on for two hours in the day, which is not what the Act of 
Parliament proposed, in requiring a master to be employed. 

The female department is in a sad state, from want of classification, and a qualified 
matron to conduct it. 

There are not sufficient cells, day-rooms or yards ; and there is no chapel, hospital or 
steam kitchen to dress the food. 1 am unwilling to proceed with a description of this old 
gaol, as the remedy is applied; and I doubt not but the new gaol will be an example of 
every thing that is valuable in prison discipline. 

Kells Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell contains legal accommodation and is in good order, except that one 
day-room was occupied by the keeper’s potatoes. I trust such an occurrence will not 
happen again. It is useless to build prisons if the keeper is to allocate them for private 
purposes. The tickens given to the cholera hospital should be replaced.

Navan Bridewell. 

THIS prison is kept in good order, but one cell requires immediate repair. The wall is North 
broken down by a lunatic, which might have been prevented by careful inspection. The District, 
pump is also out of order. 

There is legal accommodation and furniture. 

County of Monaghan Gaol. 

ON the last two inspections of Monaghan gaol the interior arrangements and discipline 
were reported by me to be in a very defective state, arising solely from want of energy and 
zeal in the resident officers, which was the more reprehensible, as the Board of Super- 
intendence and local authorities had provided all the means for establishing a strict and 
useful system, and abundant accommodation for minute classification in the new prison. 

Such occurrences prove the vital importance of a zealous, active and intelligent governor, 
without which, indeed, the expense of erecting new gaols is almost useless. 

'I am, however, enabled, on the present year’s inspection, to report an evident alteration 
for the better. There is an increased quantity of work done by the prisoners, and more 
zeal in procuring it. The tread-wheel is more systematically worked, and there is mani- 
festly more regularity and cleanliness in the arrangements. This new gaol has always 
been remarkable for cleanliness, but a governor should know that this is a very small 
part of his duty, that it is easily performed, and when done, by no means decisive of his 
general character and qualifications for the office, though the neglect of it would prove his 
unfitness, and call for his removal. I would recommend an increase of stone-breaking, 
and that this work should be done by the classes in their own yards, and that such an 
inspection should be secured, by the aid of turnkeys (and monitors or wardsmen in their 
absence), that no conversation could take place amongst the prisoners at any time ; this, 
with a separate cell for each at night, would secure a discipline calculated to punish and 
reform. The accommodation for this classification and discipline is amply provided ; 
a good school is established; and consequently Mouaghan gaol should exhibit all the 
results of a good penitentiary system; if it fails, the cause must be a deficiency of energy 
in the working officers. 

The female class is attended to under the care of a qualified matron. There is an 
excellent steam apparatus for cooking the food. By-laws are made as the law directs, 
sanctioned by the Judges of the King’s Bench. The gaol account-books are regularly 
kept, and a separate female hospital has been built. 

Some suits of clothing are wanted for males and females, and if possible, it would be 
desirable to make the work profitable to the county and to the prisoner. 

The hospital duties are attended to, and the local inspector continues his zealous 
co-operation in his responsible office. 

Bridewell at Castle Blayney. 

THIS small prison continues to be kept in excellent order; it is remarkably clean. 

The pauper prisoners are fed, the returns correctly kept, and the furniture complete. There 
are two day-rooms, two yards and seven cells. The male and female prisoners are kept 
separate. 

Carrickmacross Bridewell. 

t 

THIS small new prison is just finished, but not yet occupied : the furniture is no 
provided ; and it will be also necessary to appoint a qualified keeper. It is in some 
counties the practice to promote deserving turnkeys to this office from the gaol. 



County of Roscommon Gaol. 

Roscommon county gaol remains in the same state that it has been reported by us 
for many years ; and 1 quite agree with Major Woodward, in his Report of last year, that 
any existing evils in the discipline of this prison are not to be attributed to the officers, 
but are caused by the necessary provision not being considered necessary to be made by 
the Grand Jury to carry on the system, by giving constant employment to every prisoner, 
with a separate cell at night, and providing a general kitchen to cook die food in, in place 
of the expenditure of fuel, and irregularity occasioned by the prisoners dressing their diet 
in their day-rooms. The benefits to be derived from a Board of Superintendence, who 
will attend at least once each month to inspect the gaol, and who possess the confidence 
of the Grand Jury, so as to obtain from them whatever they may recommend for the 
prison, cannot be expressed in a Report; but wherever it has been tried, moral government, 
economy, employment, and punishment of crime, if not reformation, has been the result: 
in fine, unless the Grand Jury will take up the cause of prison discipline, it must fail in 
that county; the prisoners will, necessarily, from idleness, corrupt each other, and consider 
confinement at least a trifling (if any) punishment. It only remains for me again, in the 
execution of my duty, to submit to the Grand Jury the legal wants ol this prison, and to 
state it as my opinion from experience, that if they are provided for, crime will diminish, 
and a considerable saving will arise. 
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North l. A Board of Superintendence who can meet monthly to regulate and control the 

District. entire management, and whose recommendation should be final with the Grand Jury in 
— ' all gaol presentments. 

2. A cooking kitchen for the entire prison; to secure economy, cleanliness and order. 

« A systematic plan of employment for every prisoner, male and female, fed by the 
county, at some trade or stone-breaking, so as to occupy all their time. 

4. A cell for each prisoner at night, for security, and to prevent evil communication ; 
at present there is not sufficient for the average number of prisoners. 

5. Such an arrangement of the turnkeys, as that one shall invariably remain with each 
class at all times, whether at meals, work or recreation, so as to prevent any conversation. 

6. A general prison-dress, as a matter of justice to the tried criminals, and to pro- 
mote order in all. 

7. More classification for the females, who are at present together, tried and untried. 

8. A well-regulated school should be established ; at present only writing is taught. 

9. The tread wheel requires repair. 

10. A good set of books to keep the accounts of the prison is much wanted ; at present, 
some required by law are not even provided for, and consequently there is not sufficient 
check on the dietary expenditure. 

11. A good set of by-laws are wanted; a printed set is in the hands of the local 
inspector, approved of by the Court ot King’s Bench. 

A few prisoners of the tried class of minor offenders only are now employed at stone- 
breaking outside the gaol ; but the governor would willingly employ all, if the means are 
provided, and a system arranged for each class to work in their own yards under the eye 
of a qualified turnkey. Surely it cannot be called useful work or punishment for a few 
men to break stones outside the gaol walls, and in full view of the passengers. 

The convict clothing should in future be paid for by the collector of excise. 

It is right to state again to the Grand Jury the enormous expense of the turf contract; 
it is double the amount of many other prisons with equal number of inmates, and far exceeds 
any gaol in Ireland. 

The turnkeys are all now paid by the county instead of the governor, as recommended 
by Major Woodward in a former Report, which is the usual and correct mode. 

A few of the Board were kind enough to meet me on the day of inspection, and approved 
of the suggestions I had made. 

Castlerca Bridewell. 

THIS new bridewell contains only one day-room, one yard and four cells, which are not 
sufficient for separating the sexes; however, few females are confined. It is legally fur- 
nished, but is not kept as clean and regular as it should be. 

Strolcestown Bridewell. 

THIS small prison is better kept than, that at Castlerea ; it is built on the same plan, and 
is legally furnished, and the accounts correctly kept. 

Boyle Bridewell. 

THIS prison contains two day-rooms, ten cells, and two yards. It is legally furnished, 
and sufficiently large for the wants of this sessions town, but is not kept in good order by 
the keeper. 



Afhlone Bridewell, 

THIS bridewell now contains legal accommodation, and is kept in good order, which 
completes the bridewell system of the county Roscommon. 



County of Sligo Gaol. 

THE continued improvement of this county gaol, in all the leading features of prison 
discipline, is very gratifying and highly creditable to the persevering exertions of the local 
inspector and governor, assisted by all the officers, resident and non-resident. The example 
of other gaols has-been steadily followed in all that is correct and legal, and no abuse what- 
ever exists. The Grand Jury have provided the necessary accommodations, without which 
the best officers could not carry on a sound system; and the result is that crime is dimi- 
nished, and the criminals are convinced that the prison has ceased to be a place of mere 
privation of liberty, but one where discipline, order and industry prevail, and where np 
irregularity or immorality can be allowed. 

There is sufficient room for classification of crime in day-rooms and yards. 

Each prisoner has a single cell to sleep in, which prevents evil intercourse. 

Every prisoner is employed at stone-breaking or other work. 

There is a good tread-wheel to execute the sentence to hard labour. 

The 
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The females are instructed and employed under a qualified matron. North 

The diet is served with order, and cooked in a general steam kitchen. District. 

A good set of books and accounts are kept, and the hospital department is well attended to. ' v 

Under these circumstances, it only remains for me to submit, for the consideration of the 
Grand Jury, what is required to complete the good order of this county gaol : 

1. A general prison-dress, which is found useful and even economical in other prisons. 

2. An additional turnkey, or two even, for security, and to obtain a more perfect inspec- 
tion, and to prevent evil intercourse amongst the prisoners. The clerk of the gaol might be 
made available for this purpose. 

3. Sheds are required in the yards to enable the men to work in wet weather. 

4. There are some bedsteads wanted, and some tin-ware for meals. 

5. A great injury to discipline and order is occasioned by the number of idiots and 
lunatics committed to this prison. There were 22 confined on the day of my inspection. 

I would submit that a separate building should be erected for these, and provision made 
for their comfort under other officers. 



Ballymote Bridewell. 

THIS sessions town bridewell contains legal accommodation and separation of the 
sexes ; it is finished, and kept clean and orderly by the keeper. The pauper prisoners are 
fed, and the returns regularly made. 



. County of Tyrone Gaol. 

THE gaol of the county Tyrone is admirably conducted in all its departments, and well 
deserves a repetition of the favourable report made by Major Woodward on last year’s 
inspection. The additions and improvements made by the liberality of the Grand Jury are 
all now finished, and a sound system is permanently carried on by the intelligent and 
active governor, aided by the zealous support of the local inspector and all the officers 
of the prison. Permanent work is provided for every prisoner by stone-breaking and a few 
trades. A good school is established. There is a separate cell generally for every 
prisoner at night, and a good tread-mill to execute the sentence to hard labour. The 
female prisoners are separated in classes, employed and instructed under a qualified matron, 
and every prisoner in the gaol is clothed in a prison-dress. There is a good steam 
apparatus for cooking the food, a well-arranged code of bye-laws, and a good system of 
books and accounts. The governor has established a Sunday school, attended by himself 
and the officers of the gaol, which he considers as having an excellent tendency to prevent 
the common idleness of that day with prisoners, and it is worthy of consideration and 
example in other gaols. If accommodation were afforded for a more minute classification, 
it would greatly assist the working officers of this gaol in preventing communication 
amongst the prisoners, which has always an evil tendency. A reception-room is wanted 
for prisoners on their first admission, and a place for lunatics and idiots. 

There is sufficient room for these in the large yard in front, and about 500 l. would erect 
the necessary buildings.

THIS prison is not quite finished ; it will contain legal accommodation, and will be soon 
ready for occupation. 



Strabane Bridewell. 

THIS building is now admirably well kept, and does credit to the keeper; it has 
sufficient accommodation, and the pauper prisoners are fed. 



Dungannon Bridewell. 

I found this bridewell remarkably clean and well attended to. It contains the legal 
accommodation, and is attended to by the local inspector with much care. 

The pauper prisoners are fed, and the returns accurately kept. 



County Westmeath Gaol. 

THE new gaol has now been occupied two years, and I expected to have been able to 
report to the Government and the Grand Jury /that a system of discipline and employment 
had been established which would have satisfied the county that the expenses of building 
had been repaid by the means thus provided for suppressing and punishing crime, and by 
the production of a moral government amongst the inmates, anil economy in the expen- 
diture. That these results have not been produced must be obvious to any person who 
visits the prison, and sees every class and individual totally unoccupied, lounging about 
their yard or in their day-rooms, holding uncontrolled intercourse with each other, and 
67. r 3 under 
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under no restraint or punishment but that ivhich is occasioned by mere confinement. 
Each class is permitted, and, indeed, obliged, to cook then food m their day-room, as 
there is no general kitchen ; thus creating a waste of fuel to a considerable extent, filth in 
the apartments, and irregularity of hours as to meals. The potatoes and oatmeal were 
collected in small heaps in each corner of the day-room for future meals, and there were 
not even sufficient trays and plates to admit of the least regularity at breakfast or dinner. 
I am not aware of any county gaol in Ireland where there now exists so great an evil i n 
thesp two particulars. In almost every prison there is some employment, and in all the 
diet is cooked in a public kitchen, and served at stated hours to each class. 



It is but justice to the officers of the gaol to state that these defects are not to be 
attributed to them; they are attentive to their duly, and the orderly conduct of the prisoners, 
and the general cleanliness of the prison, under the circumstances, are very creditable to 
Mr. Fielding, the governor. 

I would submit, for the favourable consideration of the Grand Jury, that the following 
matters should be immediately provided for: 



1 A steam-boiler to cook the food, which would not cost more than 20 l, and would 
save that sum in fuel in six months, and produce order and cleanliness. Trays and plates 
are also required. 

2. The yards and passages all require gravelling ; this may be effected with economy 
to the county, and at the same time giving work for a season to all the prisoners, by 
making them break stones nearly to powder. The roads in the immediate vicinity of the 
town would also provide employment, if the Grand J ury should think it not desirable to 
introduce weaving and other trades. The females might be employed as in other gaols, at 
spinning and knitting. 

3. The by-laws recommended by the Court of King’s Bench should be established by 
the Grand Jury, as the law requires their sanction. 

4. A set of books are wanted, to keep the accounts and returns required by the Act. 



5. Some prison-dresses are required. 

6. The wood-work of the gaol wants a coat of paint. 

7. The tread-mill should be altered so as to work with a less number than six, and the 
bell should be pul up in some convenient place, as it is now useless. 

8. The females have but one class for tried and untried ; and the matron, however 
qualified in other respects, is not acquainted with the details of her duty, and should be 
sent to the gaol at Tullamore to obtain information ; her salary is less than is usually given 
in other prisons. 

Having performed a duty in reporting the deficiencies in this gaol, it is right also to 
state the advantages it possesses : there is sufficient accommodation for classification in 
day-rooms, cells and yards, with eight work-rooms for trades, and stone-breaking could 
be carried on the yards. The solitary cells are well arranged for punishment, and there is 
a good school established for the male prisoners. There is a tread-wheel for executing 
the sentence to hard labour, a good hospital and chapel, and sufficient turnkeys to conduct 
a sound system, if the means of employment and the other matters recommended in this 
Report are provided for the governor. 



Moate Bridewell. 

THIS new bridewell was not occupied at the time of inspection ; it is an extensive 
prison, attached to a new court-house, and contains all the accommodation the law requires; 
it will be in operation before this Report can be published.
